The proof that 
the American is just as distinct in nationality as 
the Englishman, the Frenchman or the German, 
or perhaps more distinct than any of them, is 
that when foreigners come to this country to live 
they quickly lose their own characteristics and be- 
come Americanized. They lose their particular 
traits. The Englishman ceases to be English, the 
German ceases to be German, eyen the Jew be- 
comes an American. They are all absorbed. It 
is the surroundings that make the man and this 
country ‘takes over all those who come to live 
in it. That is the greatest proof of the poten- 
tiality of the American people,

I had read all the leading works 
published about the United States, but my read- 
ing had given me no adequate idea of the mar- 
velous natural wealth and phenomenal material 
progress that have’ transformed my journey into 
a succession of ever-increasing wonders. The in- 
dividuality, the initiative, the energy, the effi- 
ciency that I have seen displayed on every hand 
explain the capacity for industrial and agricul- 
tural production which not only enables’ you to 
supply the wants of your own: 100,000, 00 inhabi-

“You are constantly doing new things and do- 
ing old things in new ways. All that makes for 
material progress and material progress is about 
all that you‘have had time for so far. The re- 
finements of civilization come only with age, and 
it would seem that the polish comes quicker in our 
Latin countries, but you. have reached a stage 
of material progress, of wealth—well, if I may say 
so—you are rich enough now to.begin to think 
about art. 

“You have great financial and industrial cen- 
ters; why do you not have a great artistic center?

D™ MULLER has a most appealing personal- 


ity, To know him is to like him. His 

magnificent intellect—keen, quiet, subtle, 
analytical—reminds one forcibly of Elihu Root; 
but Dr. Muller is far more human. He is an Elihu 
Root thawed out., He has a real love for the 
mass of the people. He believes that government 
belongs to them, to the common people; that the 
people have the right to make mistakes; that they 


will profit by their own mistakes; but that no set 
of men has any right to make mistakes for them. 


“Although he is only 48, Dr. Muller is recognized 


as one of Brazil's foremost and most progressive 
statesmen. A trained soldier, he left the army in 
1899, and since then has been in the diplomatic 
service or held civil office in the Government. 
The concensus of competent opinion is almost 
unanimous that he will be the next President 
of Brazil. 

Going on to tell me what he thought of the 
other American cities he had visited, Dr. Muller 
said:

During his visit, Dr. Muller and 
his suite had the entire freedom of the country. 
The entertaifment of international guests is 
chargeable to the emergency fund of the State De- 
partment and two private cars were placed at 
the disposal of the party for their railroad travel, 
besides a tumber of automobiles and an entire 
floor in the best hotel of every large city where a 
stop was. made. 

After five days’ entertainment in W isidcaaleeai: 
which began by a state reception in his honor by 
President Wilson and was followed by dinners 
given by the Secretary of State, the Secretary of 
War and the Secretary of the Navy, Dr. Muller 
and his party left Washington on the fifteenth 
of June for their transcontinental trip. They 
had only visited most of the large cities, but were 
taken to the great industrial centers, such as 
Gary, Ind., and Bethlehem, Pa.; they saw tbe 
great farms in the West, the irrigated lands of 
California and all the show places of the coun- 
try, from Niagara Falls to Yellow stone Park and 
the Grand Canyon. 

Wherever he went, Dr. MuHer paid special at- 
tention to the things that could be adapted to 
Brazilian conditions.

West. Speaking of some of his experience Dr. 
Muller said: 

“T have the very greatest admiration for the 
United States and I look to many of its insti- 
tutions and methods as models for us to copy; 
but some of the questions put to me show an al- 
most unbelievable ignorance of South America in 
general and of Brazil in particular. People in the 
United States—and it has been my good fortune 
to be thrown in contact with many of your lead- 
ing business and professional men—all have some 
idea of European countries and affairs, many of 
them go to Europe every year and know England 
and France and Germany; but they have no idea 
of Uruguay, Paraguay or Bolivia. 

“Many were genuinely surprised to learn that the 
area of Brazil nearly equals that of all Eurove 
and that Rio has more than a million inhabitants. 
It was quite a common occurrence to meet people 
who were under the impression that Spanish ic 
the language of Brazil. You see, Americans have 
had such a grand home market for their products 
that they have neglected the really rich South 
American market that lies at their very doors. 
They have of recent years gone after the European 
market, because of the prestige of selling in 
Europe. If American exporters can compete with 
Europeans in the European market, how much 
better can they compete with Europeans in the 
South American market? 

“This ignorance is a very serious thing, not 
on account of the economic waste it entails, but, 
as Mr. Bryan has so felicitously said: ‘Ignorance 
is the main cause of international misunderstand- 
ings.’ Americans ought to come down to Brazil. 
We can learn much from you; but you can learn 
much from us. Even the American who visits

The War of 1812 was fought to win for the 
young nation freedom from British bullying in 
the trade marts of the world, and on the high 
Seas. 

The Mexican War in the 40s was fought to 
help the Texans certify their freedom from: Mex- 
ican misrule. 

The Civil War of the 60s was fought to abolish 
negro bond slavery. : 

The Spanish-American War was fought to help 
the Cubans win freedom from Spain’s oppres- 
sion.

America is traditionally “the land of the free.” 

If the foregoing armed demonstrations of 
American love for freedom correctly express the 
spirit of the American people, what ate: the 
contrary forces, then, operating among. us in 
times of peace, which constantly more and more 
limit ‘the actual freedom of action of the indi- 
vidual citizen? 

It has come to pass, within my brief lifetime, 
that the American motto, over an ever-larger 
portion of the republic, is “Thou shalt not.”

In the long run, what has Business gained 
through its illicit relations which were cemen 
with the Government under the Hannaized poli- 
tics of the ’Nineties and have endured till now, 
when Woodrow Wilson and his Congress are 
severing them? By virtue of ‘ts corruption of the 
law-making and law-enforcing powers of Govern- 
ment in these fat years, Business has built trusts, 
written tariffs and enjoyed immunity while it 
wrung unlawful millions from the people. But 
there have been lean years among the fat ones, 
There has been one panic partly due to exposure 
of corruption. There has been constant anxiety 
and occasional acute depression through fear of 
adverse legislation, and the thing feared most, 
the reform of a dishonest tariff, has finally come. 
Business has not been easy in its mind for years. 
Honest business bas suffered along with Privi- 
lege. And iue millions made by dishonest Busi- 
ness have cost, to say nothing of troubled con- 
scienee, the loss of many business reputations, 
the downfall of many public men who served in 
high station as agents of the master Mammon, 
and, most of all, the stahding and repute of Busi- 
ness with the people who finally make the laws 
which govern it. 

“Business has had to pay millions for defense as 

well ag millions for tribute to a campaign-col- 
lecting, lobbying, blackmailing, grafting crew: It 
has been the victim of its’own political agents 
who “sent driftwood down stream” against it, 
who secretly instigated adverse measures 80 as 
to make themselyes necessary; whose interest it 
was to endanger it in order that they 
might “save” it. Business has been harried and 
hounded and mulcted by bloodsuckers who only 
waited an opportunity to betray it when treach- 
ery should become profitable. It has been the 
victim of Mulhalls and men who thrived on ex- 
pense accounts. In the nature of things, ex- 
posure of éorruption is inevitable. Men who are 
willing to engage in skullduggery must be of the 
character of squeslers, snoopers, peachers and 
snitches. 

A corrupt system must? have its crimes. Buysi- 
ness murders a Rosenthal and the whole police 
force of Government is implicated. Reforms are 
inevitable. In the’ past decade, scandal after 
scandal erupting from the witness stand, where 
the right-hand men of the vicious system have 
told the whole truth for the first time in their 
lives, have given Business the character of the

The greatest loss It has suffered is its loss of 
standing before the people, who are naturally 
distrustful of everything.

Whether Business éonsiders that {t has profited 
by_ dishonesty toward Governmént in the past, 
there can_be no question that honesty must be 
the best policy in-future. Times have changed. 

In the past year, and especiaily in the past few 
weeks and months, this country has_made rapid 
progress. towards the era when legislation—and 
law-enforcement shall go, not like kisses by 
favor, but by justice. The Government has been 
reformed. Privilege has been assailed and the. 
lobby exposed. 

It remains to be seen whether Business shall 
reform itself, in its attitude towards Government. 
It has nothing to gain from a Government of the 
people by an attempted continuance of secret, 
subtle, sinister methods. It has everything to 
lose until a new light shall dawn upon its intel- 
Hgence. It wil receive only a literal and severe 
justice in view of its past. It cannot expect the 
consideration and encouragement its importance 
warrants until it shows a disposition to obey law 
voluntarily, until it divests itself of ite old mys 
terious, villainous, blackened character and learns 
to come openly into the forum of the people with 
clean bands.

When these diplomatic terms are 
translated ‘ntervention” means ipyasion and ‘‘pa- 
cification” meaps killing enough of the inhabitants 
of the country invaded to subjugate the rest. It is 
to this practice, necessary for the existence and ex- 
tension of colonial empires, that the United States 
opposed themselves at-the crisis-in the history 
of the world during the first quarter of the nine- 
teenth century.

Under this “doctrine,” republics represent the 

right of self-government for. themselyes, as em- 
pires represent the abolition of local self-govern- 
ment and centralized control, maintained from a 
distance by force of arms, now exemplified in im- 
perial navies. Until the bombardment of Alex- 
English liberalism supported America 
against—“intervention and pacification.” Since 
Egypt was “taken over’ and pacified by Great 
Britain to secure the regular payment of interest 
to the private holders of Egyptian bends, Hurope 
in general supports the theory that governments 
are debt-eollecting agencies and that one principal 
use of imperial navies is to prevent default of in- 
terest on securities. As one name for this is 
‘dollar diplomacy,” it meang bombardment of 
coast harbors and the landing of invading forces 
whenever the money lenders who control HKu- 
ropean treasuries wish to use force in support of 
any terms they have imposed on debtors in dis- 
tress. 
Under the Monroe doctrine and all other Amer- 
igan doctrines, our answer to every international 
Shylock who insists on hig bond is that ne Ameri- 
can blood must flow to support his “businesa in- 
terests.”

In- 
yasion end subjugation are not American meth- 
eds. As we refuse to practice them to support our 
own interests.eagainst any other American repub- 
lic, we will resent them if they are attempted 
by any European government in America, That is 
our standing ultimatum, It is not the invention 
of President Monroe.

clean, to judge from the odors that 
assault one’s nostrils there these hot 
summer days, as any in Chicago or 
Boston. Slums which would not be 
tolerated for a day.in any: modern 
German city. Over there the owners 
of the slum buildingswould be re- 
quired promptly to remodel them and 
bring them up to a standard of sani- 
tation fixed by the city, If owners 
failed to do thig, the city would con- 
demn the properties, tear down the 
buildings ahd erect decently planned 
houses in their place, to be rented at 
rates which would cover cost plus in- 
terest on the investment. German 
cities do not hesitate to enter into 
competition with landlords; indeed, 
their. competition protects 
city workers against the extortionate 
rent charges prevalent in the indus- 
trial quarters of all American cities. 

Here in America, and most conspicu- 
ously of all, among our large cities, in 
St. Louis, the controlling intelligence 
is concerned with so-called ‘‘moral re- 
forms,’’ neglecting those economic bet- 
terments which characterize the more 
modern-minded German city administra- 
tors. We are still hent on preparing our 
people for living in heaven, willy nilly, 
whereas tha expert Gerinan city man- 
agers are content to improve conditions 
for living on earth. And, curiously 
enough, as I stated earlier in this study, 
they are finding that larger freedom of 
individual choice; larger freedom, sociai- 
ly gained from economic oppression of 
one kind or another (all of Which kinds 
are tolerated in our cities) tends to pro- 
duce more and not less sobriety, indus- 
try, thrift, respect for Ikw and order. 
fhe Germans exhibit real faith in cemoc- 
racy; we, making louder pretension in 
that way, emphatically do not exhibit 
any such faith, either in the spirit of 
liberty or in the essential decency of hu- 
man nature. 

It is my deliberate judgment that st. 
Louis would he @ healthier, '‘ happier, 
more uniformly prosperous city after 
five er ten years of concerted commun. 
ity campaigning for munieipa] ownership 
of the pyblic  utiljties~campaigning 
Which would awaken a virile civic pa- 
triotism and lift the thoughts of the ma. 
jority above the score of the latest ball 
game—than it will be after 50 years of 
‘moral’: reform campaigning. 

It was not by chance that Detroit ana 
Cleveland, cities in which Pingree ana 
Tom Johnson for several years waged 
rousing and inspiring campaignga for 
economic betterment, became, during the 
last census decade, the country’s chiei 


and the fastest-growing cities of their 
class in America. 

A citizenship activity concerned with 
big issues of a constructive and pro- 
gressive character must inevitably out- 
grow and overshadow, in due time, a 
citizenship, in another city which is en- 
grossed with local ‘moral’ 
an@ which neglects to protect itself 
against economic exploitation.

NEW YORK, July 19.—A searching 
inquiry into the affairs of the Tennessee 
Construction Co. of St. Louis, which 
promoted the Tennessee Central Rail- 
way, will be made if the United States 
District Court Monday confirms the re- 
port of a special master recommending 
that the Company be thrown into bank- 
ruptcy. | - 

The company is already in the hands 
of a receiver at St. Louis. The Ten- 
nessee Centra] Railway is also wader 
receivership at Nashville. 

The report of the special master was 
made on the application of the Amer- 
ican Surety Co. of New York, the Con- 
tinental-Commercial National Bank of 
Chicago and the Spaulding estate of 
Chicago, which owned an aggregate of 
$1,250,000 of bonds issued by the company 
in connection with the railroad enter- 
prise. . 

If the recommendation of the speqal 
master is sustained by the Court, the 
receiver, Charles Claflin. Allen of St. 
Louis, will be ousted, and Court ' will 
proceed to wind up the affairs of the 
company and distribute its assets among 
the creditors; 

It is said the legal representatives of 
the three corporations are determined 
to put the St. Louis directors of the 
Tennessee Central Construction Co. 
through a very vigorous examination. 

The books of the company have’ been 
impounded by the court, and .will be 
available for use in the investigation.

KANSAS FARMER GROWS 
POTATOES WITH NO TOPS 


Eyeless Tubers Produce Fine 
Crop Underground With No 
Growth Above. 

SENECA, Kan., July 19.—Potatoes 
without tops are being grown by J. C. 
Monney, a farmer near Oneida. Two 
years ago Monney had trouble in get- 


ting seed potatoes. Finally a dealer of- 
fered him some which he said, however, 
he considered poor, as they had few 
eyes. Monney bought some of them 
and picked up those which appeared to 
have the best eyes. He planted two 
rows. 

Apparently the potatoes were dow. 
to the dealer’s low estimate. Very few 
sprouts appeared. Monney allowed ths 
rows to run to weeds, but @hen ho 
plowed the ground in the fall he was 
surprised to find that the share threw 
out big potatoes, where he had expect- 
ed to find only a few. Most of the pota- 
toes appeared to have no eyes, but there 
Were several small knobs on each tuber. 

Struck with this peculiarity, Monney 
discarded ell the potatoes which hal 
eyes and @ year ago last spring plante} 


sprouts appeared, but Monney kept ‘the 


| weeds down this time and when he dug 


into the ground last fall found a big 
crop of potatoes. He has planted near- 
ly all of the seed again this year, after 
discarding the potatoes with eyes, and 
believes that this fall he will have a 
full crop of “‘no tops.” 

The topless potatoes are slightly dif- 
ferent in appearance from the regular 
tubers, but there is no difference in the 
taste. The crop averages about. the 
same as potatoes with tops, but the biz 
advantage in their favor is that there 
is no danger to them from early frosts 
and insect pests.

Sailors Wreck I. W. W. and

Until Warship Guard Stops 
Them.

SEATTLE, Wash., July 19.—The day 


passed without disorder in the down- 
town streets of Seattle, which last night 
was filled with rioting naval men and 
civilians, intent upon the destruction of 
Industrial Workers of the World and 
Socialist meeting places. Judge Hum- 
phries of the superior court this after- 
moon set aside Mayor Cotterill’s order 
closing the saloons. 

A number of men from the fleet were 
ashore with money today, 40 having beea 
permitted to draw pay, but with the 
sailors alsvu came ashore a large patrol, 
under command of one of the Captains 
of the fleet, prepared to round up the 
men the moment disorder was reported. 
Extra polise had been sworn in and 2 
‘mew factor for quiet was the fact that 
there were no more places to sack. In- 
dustrial Workers of the World said they 
had received warning yesterday of a 
plot to wreck their establishments and 
all their valuable records had been 
taken away and their members were 
warned to keep out of the way of the 
mob when it appeared. 

Public interest after the+debris of the 
Socialist and industrial workers wreck- 
age had been swept away, centered in 
the unsuccessful effort of Mayor Cot- 


~ tefl] to prevent the publication of the 


Seattle Times today and tomorrow, the 
Mayor alleging that incendiary articles 
in the Times were responsible for last 
night's rioting. 

Seattle Times Ise Issued. 

. Judge Humphries came to the rescue 
ef the Times with an injunction and the 
eity edition of the paper came out on 
time at 3 o’clock when the police guard 
which had been over the mailing room 
was withdrawn. 

When the restaining order was 
gerved on Mayor Cotterill and Chief 
of Police Bannick, they appeared 
before Judge Humphries with As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Pierce 
and protested against the issuance 
of ex-parte restraining orders, con- 
tending that the city was entitled 
to notice and opportunity to defend 
the action. 

They asked that the Court hear 
them in opposition to the orders, and 
were refused by the Court. The 
Mayor then announced that the cit, 
would obey the court’s orders, 
though under protest, and Chief of 
Police Bannick telephoned to a 
lieutenant, who was in charge of 
the guard at the Times plant -to re- 
lease the papers which were already 
in the hands of newsboys, held under 
police guard in the mailing room. 

The attorneys who obtained the re- 
straining order for the Times were 
followed by a delegation of lawyers 
representing saloonkeepers, who ob- 
tained orders restraining the police 
from closing 14 prominent bars in 
the city. All afternoon Judge Hum- 
phries remained in his court room 
granting restraining orders, and by 
evening all the saloons were doing 
business as usual.

RIDER IS KILLED 
AS MOTOR CYCLE 
CRASHES INTO POLE 


Machine Skids and Man Is 
Thrown Over Handlebars 


Onto Paved Street. 


WIFE HAD PREMONITION 


Husband, Heeding Her Protests, 
Was Ready to Close Deal to 
Sell Machine. 


Edwin Gallinger, a retired druggist. 
when hurrying home yesterday evening 


on a motor cycle he was to sell at the 
request of his wife, who had a premoni- 
tion he would some day meet with a 
fatal accident, collided with a telephone 
pole near his home and was killed in- 
stantly, 

Sallinger, who was 32 years old, lived 
with his wife, Mrs. Matilda Saiiinger, 
and their 6-year-old son, George, at the 
home of his mother-in-law, Mrs. Kath- 
erine Meyer, 1711 North Taylor avenue. 
He had owned the motor cycle two 
years and in that time his wife and 
mother-in-law repeatedly had requested 
him to dispose of it. 

Lived in Constant Fear. 

Mrs, Sallinger said last night when in- 
formed of her husband’s death that she 
had lived in constant fear that he, de- 
spite his caution, sooner or later would 
meet with an accident. 

Sallinger was usually prompt in his 
arrival home and when he failed to 
appear at 6 p. m. his wife began worry- 
ing. When a patrolman called at her 
home to notify her of the accident she 
broke into tears when she saw him as- 
cending the front steps. When he told 
her Sallinger had been hurt she became 
hysterical and expressed the belief the 
policeman was concealing the truth. He 
finally admitted her husband was dead 
and she hastened to the morgue in the 
automobile of a neighbor. 

Sallinger was driving south on Pope 
avenue, the northern extension of Tay- 
lor avenue, and at Carter avenue, where 
the two streets come together in a curve 
he misjudged the degree of the curve 
and pulled too close to the curbing on 
the left side of the street. 

Machine Skids 20 Feet. 

The street had been sprinkled freshly 
and when Sallinger atternpted to pull 
away from the curbing his machine 
skidded 20 feet, until the left handle bar 
came in contact with a telephone pole. 
The collision was violent and Sallinger 
was catapulted over the handle bars. 
His head struck the brick-paved street 
and his skull was crushed. 

Only recently Sallinger had heeded 
the advice of his wife and mother-in- 
law and had negotiated a deal with a 
man who wanted to purchase the ma- 
chine. The prospective customer was 
to have called at the Sallinger home last 
night to close the bargain. 

Sallinger formerly owned a drug store 
in Maplewood.

The situation here has reached a dead- 
lock. Japan has not yet decided on 
her next step, but is so desirous of main- 
taining friendly relations that it is not 
believed she will adopt retaliatory meas- 
ures such as the denunciation of the 
treaty on the ground that it is useless 
or the reduction of the rights of Ameri- 
can citizens in Japan. 

The Japanese public has been led by 
the press to the belief that Washing- 
ton would afford some relief to the sit- 
uation and therefore the Government's 
task has been rendered more difficult. 

The public generally, however, is ab- 
sorbed in the development of the Chi- 
nese situation, in regard to which offi- 
cial advices show that the rebellion in 
Southern China has become grave. 


KILLED BY FALL FROM 
AEROPLANE’S PARACHUTE 


Veteran Aeronaut Plunges Into 
Puget Sound and Body 
Does Not Arise. 


SEATTLE, Wash., July 19.—Francis L. 
Thayer, aged 47, a parachute jumper 
of 2% years’ experience, lost his life 
here while making a parachute de- 
scent fromm an aeroplane. Thayer went 
up in an aeroplane with Johnny Bryant. 
At a height of 600 feet he dropped from 
the aeroplane, his parachute spread 
above him and the,descent began. Al- 
most immediately Thayer broke loose 
from the parachute, falling into Puget 
Sound. Thayer’s body did not rise to 
the surface. 

Bryant, with Thayer hanging to his 
parachute beneath the aeroplane, had 
made a flight of 10 minutes over the 
bay, circling above the warships of the 
Pacific reserve fleet before Thayer sig- 
nalled that he was ready to let go. 
The parachute, with Thayer hanging to 
the iron bar, opened. Then Thayer was 
scen to let go his hold, turning over as 
he left the parachute. Mrs. Thayer was 
/in a launch which was to have picked 
Thayer up. It made toward the spot 
where he went down, but his body did 
not reappear. Thayer rode the para- 
cbute with one leg through a loose rope 
and one wrist fastened with a strap and 
an iron snap fastened to the parachuté 
ring. Examination of the parachute 
after the accident showed that the 
snap had broken when the parachute 


opened. 


MOTHER OF 8 GETS SIGHT 
BACK AFTER 50 YEARS 


Woman's Hope of Seeing Her 
Children Is Realized—Had 
Supported Family. 


CHICAGO, July 19.—One of the hum- 
blest homes in Hillsdale, Mich., was 
made the happiest in the whole country 
today when Mrs. Mary J. Welsh, who 
has been entirely biind 50 years, recov- 
ered her sight. When she was a girl 
16 her eyes failed. In that condition 
she married and is the mother of eight 
children, whom she never saw until to- 
day. 

To make her burden doubly hard, her 
husband became iil several years ago 
and Mrs. Welsh was forced‘to take in 
washing to support the family. When 
her children were able to earn money 
things became a bit easier, but ag the 
years passed and the children grew to 
manhood and womanhood the hope she 
might one day see them began to fade. 

Her sons brought the mother to Chi- 
cago recently and found she was suf- 
fering from a double cataract. She was 
discharged from the hospital today and 
two sons and a daughter greeted her. 
They took her home, where the entire 
family welcomed her.

BICHLORIDE 10 KILL 
MAN AND WOMAN 


Fatal Symptoms Manifested in 
the Case of Edwin B. Fischer, 
the Photographer. 


COURTS AT DEATH DOOR 


Former Husband of Mrs. Bertha 
Meyer at Side; Physicians Of- 
fer No Hope to Her. 


With death as chaperone, Mrs. Ber- 
tha Meyer, 27 years old, of 30 North 
Spring avenue, is holding her second 
courtship with her former husband, Da- 
vid Meyer, fire manager of the Mercan- 
tile Insurance Agency. By drinking 150 
grains of bichloride of mercury, she won | 
a reconciliation which she had sought 
since Meyer divorced her two years ago. 


He would gladly remarry her, he told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, if she lives. But 
her physicians declare that her end will 
come before tomorrow night. 

It was not disclosed until yesterday 
that a woman who gave her name as 
“May Davis’’ Wednesday morning at 
the city hospital was Mrs. Meyer. She 
insisted upon being taken home an hour 
after, she was received at the hospital, 
and has been treated there by Dr. J. J. 
Hoffman and Dr. C. A. Newcomb. 

She Telephoned to Him. 

Meyer divorced his wife in April, 1911, 
on the ground of incompatibility. He 
took quarters at the American Hotel 
and she left their home at 1355 Belt ave- 
nue to reside with her mother, Mrs. 
Mae Tesson, at the Spring avenue ad- 
dress. According to Meyer he and his 
afterwards. They al- 
ways greeted each other pleasantly, she 
said. 

Since the divorce, which she did not 
contest, Meyer related that she fre- 
quently telephoned him at his office and 
at the hotel, declaring that the divorce 
was a mistake and suggesting that they 
could yet be happy together. He re- 
fused, however, to visit her or to dis- 
cuss the subject. 

At 5 o’clock Wednesday morning Mrs. 
Meyer took the poison. Then she called 
her mother. 

Half an hour later Mrs. Meyer was 
treated at the city hosvital with a stom- 
ach pump. She gave the assumed name, 
Meyer belicves, in the hope af shielding 
him and his business. 

“Now I Want to Live.” 

That afternoon Meyer was summoned, 
and when he entered the room his for- 
mer wife, too weak to speak, raised her 
arms to him and smiled. It was his 
first visit to her since the divorce. Ho | 
sank beside her, with exclamations wf 
endearment and grief. Since that mo- 
ment he has scarcely left her bedside. 

Too feeble to talk much, Mrs. Meyer, 
as long as she believed she might re- 
cover, showed her happiness over the 
reconciliation by clinging to Meyer's 
hand and smiling. But when she was 
told that she must dle she cried incon- 
solably: 

“Now I want to live.” 

An attempt to administer an electric 
bath having proved too severe a strain, 
her physicians yesterday, as a forlora 
hope, drew a pint of blood from her 
erm and in its stead injected a gsa- 
line solution of sodium carbonate, This 
was in the hope of diluting the poi- 
sons created by paralysis of the kid- 
neys, induced by the bichloride of mer- 
cury. 

At first there was a hopeful re- 
sponse. Her pulse slackened from 136 
to 104 and a faint color showed in her 
face. But a relapse quickly followed, 
and Dr. Hoffman» then declared that 
death might occur in 48 hours and that 
it would certainly come before tomor- 
row night. 


FATAL SYMPTOMS 
SEEN IN MAN’S CASE 


Physicians Hold Out Little Hope 
for Photographer Who 


Took Mercury. 
Physicians at the city hospital last 
night declared that from manifestations 
appearing during the day there is no 
hope for Edwin B. Fischer, who swal- 
lowed bichloride of mercury early

ln the opinion of Dr. Ralph Kinsella, 


tal, who is in charge of Fischer's case, 
further treatment will serve merely to 
delay the end. Until fatal symptoms 
developed, it was hoped that the pa- 
tient’s life might be saved. On the first 
day Fischer foretold that he would die 
on Friday. Except for the setting of 
the time, the physician said, the predic- 
tion will be fulfilled. 

At his home, 6141A Suburban avenue, 
his wife, who gave birth to a son last 
Monday, has not been informed of the 
cause of her husband’s absence. 

May Linger Several Days. 

It is possible that Fischer may die 
within a few days, according to his 
physicians, or may linger for two weeks 
or longer. The action of bichioride of 
mercury, or corrosive sublimate, as it 
is called, is slow, there having been 
cases in which death did not result until 
three weeks after the poison was taken. 

The electric bath and the injection of 
a saline solution have been used. The 
bath is to stimulate the pores of the 
akin to throw off some of the wate mat- 
ter of the system which the kidneys and 
other organs, as they are gradually 
broken down by the action of the poison, 
are unable to eliminate. By the salt solu-

Was proposed by Secretary Bryan in 

the treaty now being considered with 
Nicaragua. He went further and urged 
an amendment to the Platt provisions 
under which the United States would 
become responsible for the debts of the 
Central American Republic. 

Secretary Bryan appeared before the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Relations 
in support of the new treaty with Nic- 
aragua. He spoke in favor of its prompt 
ratification, saying it would be benefi- 
cial to both nations, and would forever 
preciude the possibility of another great 
canal being constructed on this hemus- 
phere.

SKIN OF EGGS USED, TOO 


Dog, Proposed for Operation, 
Disappeared After Woman 
Tried to Buy It. 


———————— 


To save her daughter’s. foot from 
amputation, Mrs. Annie Borchers, 30 
years old, of Creve Coeur, ‘gave 22 
square inches of skin from her body 
yesterday, in an operation at the 
American Hospital. The skin was 
grafted upon the injured right foot 
of Beatrice Borchers, 7 years old. 

Dr. Emory Lanphear of the hospital 
staff performed the operation, as- 
sisted by Dr. B. L. Eggers of Clay- 
ton, Mra. Borchers’ brother-in-law, 
and Dr. W. J. Ham of Creve Coeur. 

It-was planned, more than a week 
ago, to use a pet fox terrier for the 
grafting operation, fastening it to 
the little girl tin such a way that a 
loosened section of the dog’s skin 
would grow upon the girl’s foot. 

After newspaper articles, telling of 
the plans for using the dog’s skin, 
were published, a woman sought to 
buy the dog, saying she wished to 
save it from the pain of the opera- 
tion. The family refused to sell the 
terrier, and the next night the ani- 
mal disappeared. The family has 
not seen it since. 

Dr. Lanphear told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the disappearance of 
the dog had made no difference in 
the plans for the operation, as it had 
been decided to use the mother’s skin 
anyway. Another dog could have 
been obtained, he said, if it had been 
thought best to proceed on the origi- 
nal plan. > Nh, thie eertatey ges 

The child’s foot was crushed, and 
the skin was torn off, when a clay- 
bank fell on the foot in Hackmann’s 
quarry at Creve Coeur July 8. 

In the grafting operation, the skin 
was taken from the mother’s limbs 
in strips an inch wide by an inch and 
one-half long. The pieces were laid 
so as to come near together, without 
quite touching. Over the parts not 
covered by the skin, the albuminous 
skin of eggs was spread. This will 
help the skin to grow together. 

It will take several days to deter- 
mine the success of the operation. 
If parts of the skin do not adhere, 
the mother may be called on for fur- 
ther sacrifice. She will be confined 
to her bed for a week or longer.

The treaty as it stands provides that 
the United States shall pay Nicaragua 
$5,000,000 in installments, for national im- 
provements, and be given in return a 
perpetual right of way for construction 
of a ship canal over the old Nicaragua 
route. In addition, the United Stata; 
would be given Fonseca Bay, on the 
Pacific side, as a naval base and for for- 
tification purposes also, Big and Little 
Corn Islands in the Caribbean Sea, 
where heavy guns could be mounted to 
protect approaches to the Panama wa- 
terway. 

Nicaragua is desperately in need of 
ready cash and the $5,000,000 would ap- 
pear like a tremendous fortune. 

Under the former “Dollar Diplomacy” 
treaty it was proposed that American 
capitalists should loan Nicaragua ap- 
proximately $10,000,000 and the United 
States would guarantee both principal | 
and interest. This was opposed by a 
combination of Republicans and Demo- 
Crates and its ratification prevented. 
Following Secretary Bryan's appear- 
ance members of the Foreign Relations 
Committee were unusually secretive. 
They refrained from giving any hint 
concerning the sensational recommenda- 
tions made by the Secretary, but the 
information was so astounding that oth- 
er Senators were advised of the propo- 
sition and the matter gained publicity. 
Many Senators Approve Amendment. 
No action of any kind was taken on 
the treaty. No intimation was outlined 
as to what steps the committee will take 
future. The approval of the 
treaty, with the inocrporation of the 
Platt amendment, is not beyond posst- 
bility. Many Senators, both Republican 
and Democratic, regard the Platt 
amendment with favor and would pre- 
fer its actual adoption rather than the

$64,000. They paid the bank $12,000 of its 
$40,000, and paid $40,000 of the $106,000 due 
the Eastern creditors. 
It was in paying the Dastern creditors 
that the first hitch came. Money to 
meet one payment to them was bor- 
rowed from a Chicago loan concern and 
this concern was about to sue on a §2000 
note, when Piper ended his life. 

Ruler yesterday said that the com- 
pany, except for the $2000 note held by 
the Chicago creditor, did not owe a 
single matured obligation. 

“The business was in excellent condi- 
tion,” Ruler said. “We were meeting all 
of our obligations as they matured. Bach 
year We were making net profits of more 
than 4 per cent on the capital stock of 
$100,000. 

“I am at a loss to account for Piper’s 
act. Recently Eastern manufacturers, 
who were creditors of the company, re- 
quested us to submit to an examination 
of the books. The object of this exami- 
nation really was to extend our credit. 

“Otto Bollman, who was thoroughly

It 
may be charged that we were un- 
dertaking high finance in buying such 
a large business without capital of 
our own, but I don’t think so. There 
was no water in the company. 

“I expect to fight the receivership 
suit. The International Bank had 
made no examination of the books 
of the company, and had no informa- 
tion on which to base a charge that 
Piper had gotten away with $100,000 
of the company’s money.”

SEATTLE, Wash., July 19. 

URING 16 months the Seattle 
Times constantly has been 
stirring an aggravating in- 

dustrial and political situation with 
evident desire to incite riotous con- 
ditions. In May, 1913, the Times in- 
cited an attack on a peaceable So- 
Cilalist procession, later commending 
men for precipitating danger in the 
riot by seizing an American flag and 
internatidnal Socialist banner from 
the head of the procession. , 

Fortunately none was injured. 
Neither Socialists nor Industrial 
Workers made any subsequent at- 
tempt to carry a red banner during 
the 16 months but the Seattle Times 
continued its red flag agitation, nfan- 
ufacturing, exaggerating, distorting 
every incident possible, seeking to 
Constantly inflame public mind. De- 
spite its provocations good order and 
Public peace constantly have been 
preserved. The recent incident was 
the result of the Times’ conspiracy 
in my judgment. Potlatch summer 
festival parades and demonstrations 
filled the city streets to overflow- 
ing. The Pacific fleet was in harbor 
with hundreds of sailors ashore and 
also many soldiers. 

Secretary Daniels of the Navy De- 
partment was a distinguished guest. 
Thursday night a woman speaker 
not connected with the Industrial 
Workers, talking woman’s rights, 
was interfered with by an intoxicated 
sailor. The street crowd resented 
and a fight ensued, four or five 
Soldiers and sailors participating. 

Complete police protection was 
given immediately and there was 
no serious injury to anyone. The 
same evening Secretary Daniels gave 
a patriotic address at a banquet, tak- 
ing occasion to denounce red flag an- 
archy, but making no suggestion 
of local application. The Seattle 
Times Friday printed lurid headlines 
and a sensational article combining 
the report of Daniels’ banquet 
speech greatly distorted with an ex- 
aggerated account of street fights, 
making it appear that Industrial 
Workers and red flag anarchists had 
attacked, beaten and stabbed United 
States sailors and soldiers, an ut- 
terly false statement. The article 
referred to the probability of sailors 
from the fleet and soldiers from the 
forts coming that night to retaliate, 
and practically incited such action. 

During evening hours a large ap- 
parently organized band of soldiers 
and sailors, accompanied and prob- 
ably guided by some local conspira- 
tors, destroyed five meeting places, 
furniture, books, literature and a 
piano of the Socialist and Industrial 
Workers’ organizations.

Marguerite Martyn Tells of 
Scenes at Fairground, in 
Neighborhood and on Cars, 
Where Bathing Suits Are 

Now de Rigeur. 

By Marguerite Martyn. 
HE thing the population of this fair 
i city has long needed more than 
any other public improvement, is a 
bath. A big bath. One that would 
include whole wards and neighborhoods 
of its citizens at once. 

This fact is demonstrated by the amaz- 
ing popularity of the big Fairground 
sw:mming pool The biggest swimming 
pool in the world simply proves itself 
a large and long-felt want to St. Louis. 

The opening of no other publio insti- 
tution here ever has been attended by 
such vast crowds and such prolonged 
interest. Six thousand four hundred 
and eighty bathing suits are rented out 
twice a day. Countless numbers stand 
in line waiting their turns hours at a 
time for a suit and locker, and niany 
go away disappointed. 

And applicants for the dressing 
rooms afford no complete estimate of 
the attendance, as everybody who can 
presumably brings his own suit. 
Then there are not a few who forego 
the luxury of one altogether. When 
the gong sounds every 50 minutes 
admitting the bathers to the pool 
after a few minutes enforced inter- 
mission, a most beautiful sight is the 
jcyful stampede of thousands, men 
and women, great and small, toward 
the water. ; 

The popularity and success of the 
pool exceeds even the fondest dreams 
of Miss Charlotte Rumbold, Recrea- 
tion Commissioner, although she did 
some dreaming on the subject. She 
it was who rebelled most valiantly 
when the dressing room appropria- 
tion was cut in half, and only 300 
were built, while she had wanted 600. 
Now, with her usual initiative and 
“get busy-ness” she is working to 
induce the City Fathers to provide a 
huge tent to meet the demand for 
more dressing quarters. 

Park Commissioner Astonished. 

Park Corfimissioner Davis is astonished 
by the popularity of his project and he, 
with the whole force of workers con- 
nected with the Fairground, as well as 
enlisted help from other city recreation 
grounds, has been working tirelessly 
forgetful of time, ever since the open- 
ing, Monday. Davis made an estimate 
at dusk yesterday that more than 12,000 
men, women and children had used the 
poo) during the day. 

Last night Mrs. Dougherty, Bathhouse 
Matron, when relieved from duty, said 
her smaNest guests had begun to look 
as large as elephants to her, so weary- 
eyed and sleepless was 816. 

The life guards, 18 in number, were 
employed to work in two shifts of nine 
each, but they, with all hands about 
the place, have been working every day 
and all day, regardless of the letter 
of their agreement. 

The laundry company which bid low- 
est to sterilize all towels and suits 
after each usage has been calling twice 
a day for the huge hampers, i¢stead 
of once a day, as per their contract. 

Pride and pleasure and @ certain civic 
spirit seems to actuate the volunteer 
workers at the poo! and they are eager 
to show appreciation of our new common 
possession, no less than are the fare- 
free rollickers in the pool. 

A corps of expert swimmers from the 
National Guard of Missouri camé forth 
with an offer of their services as Ute 
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guards “during the expected increase of 
bathers over Saturday and Sunday. 
Likewise volunteers from the Y. M. C. 
A., from the M. A. C. and various turner 
organizations, who are good swimmers, 
came forward to aid in making the St. 
Louis Coney a safe and sane place. 

Many amusing incidents and many 
strange and diversified changes of cus- 
tom and habit have been occasioned by 
the sudden appearance of a big lake on 
the old racetrack, a place long ago aban- 
doned to memories.. That much of the 
interest and aspect of the neighborhood 
is changed with the immigration of thou- 
sands of visitors, goes without saying. 
One small] hardware dealer has aban- 
doned his old means of support and is 
getting rich quick selling bathing suits. 
And the good wives who have ever 50 
tiny a space or closet to spare are ad- 
vertising to rent them as dressing rooms. 

Nor is it to be supposed that North St. 
Louis is the only locality affected. I 
met wee small boys who had come all 
the way from Carondelet to try the new 
far-heralded swimming hole. One ol 
them thought he would camp there for 
the night. 

And West End belles and beaux, and 
many a prosperous looking man from 
downtown, who might otherwise have 
been at the ball game across the way, 
were to be observed patiently standing 
in line waiting for a locker to be as- 
signed to them. 

Miss Rumbold’s chief problem, the lack 
of dressing room accommodations, may 
be a serious one to her, but to less re- 
sponsible frequenters of the pool and 
to the casual onlooker, her cause for 
worry is a source of comedy. It isn’t 
exactly comfortable to know as you are 
making your way across the park that 
behind every large tree or bush as many 
men as it will shelter are likely to be 
discovered in various stages of disha- 
bille. And behind every small shrub 
you may be glad if only a couple of 
boys’ heads are visible. It isn’t always 
comfortable to the innocent bystander, 
still you can laugh at their greater dis- 
comfiture. It is when you come upon 
happy little family parties, disrobing in 
the open that you really feel like taking 
to cover. You don’t know in which way 
to run, though. If you get on a street 
car you are likely to encounter - bare- 
limbed men and wornen. 

Bathing Suits Accepted Dress. 

Bathing suits, wet or dry, have be- 
come the accepted costume whether 
you are walking, driving or riding on 
the street car, upon all avenues lead- 
ing to and from the Fairground. 
Sometimes a raincoat or a kimona 
protectc shivering shoulders, but on 
days when the thermometer is 101 
in the Weather Bureau shelter on the 
Commercial Bullding what’s the use 
of becoming suddenly modest and 
donning a bathe robe? 

You see many prefer donning their 
bathing suit at home before going 
to the pool for the very good rea- 
son that leaving their clothes lying 
about on the park means not only 
returning in the wet bathing suit, 
but the loss of ones clothes, There 
is nothing to prevent their being 
walked away with. I did see one 
small boy sitting guard on a mis- 
cellaneous pile of shoes, trousers, 
coats, etc.; but he was the lonesomest 
and the saddest of beings, as he gazed 
orf toward the bathing pool. He must 
have needed the money he was earn- 
ing—probably to rent a bathing suit 
with. 

In the rush and scramble with which 
the new diversion has descended upon 
|us no rules and regulations regarding 
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the public swimming costumes have 
been formulated, though no doubt they 
will. be forthcoming soon enough. 

Miss Rumbold says that since her last 
attempt as costume arbiter and modesty 
enforcer she is discouraged and loathe 
to take up the subject again. Letters 
came to her complaining of the sparcity 
of clothing in vogue at various city 
playground pools. Spectators were hav- 
ing their sensibilities all shocked to 
pieces. Some of them came down to the 


city hall to tell Miss Rumbold in person 
of the shocking disarray in which some 
of our little citizens, some of them hard- 


ly Americanized, went about. S6 Miss 
Rumbold issued an order: Nobody is 
permitted to enter the pools without 
something on. The rule-was obeyed im- 
plicitly. When people have dwelt in 
the downtrodden countries of the Old 
World they are accustomed to taking 
orders from above unquestioningly. No- 
body goes into the pool now without 
something on. But Miss Rumbeld no- 
ticed when she was visiting Columbus 
Square the other day that, although 
everybody had something on when he 
or she went into the pool, when fMey 
came out everybody took off the gar- 
ment, hung it on a tree and stdoé@ 
around waiting for it to dry. 


Bunty, 3, a Brave Boy. 

Up to now almost anything and every- 
thing in the way of costume goes. And, 
of course, in the big pool, where the 
grownups disport themselves, the clothes 
that are worn’are not so startling as the 
clothes that are left off. It is in the 
wading pool where the onlooker is af- 
forded the most naive entertainment. 
This pool, only four feet at its deepest 
place, is intended primarily for children, 
but there is no age limit and often granéd- 
mothers and grandfathers are seen 
teaching some toddler to overcome his 
fear of the water.

called upon tonight by the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent to add anything to 
his brief remark at the Anglo-Saxon 
Club dinner Thursday’ night about a do- 
nation of $100,000,000 for an international 
health campaign. 

His attention being drawn to a state- 
ment published in the Daily Chronicle 
here today, the Ambassador said he 
had seen nine representatives of that 
newspaper but he had not said anything 
more. 

‘The Daily Chronicle definitely states 
the Ambassador gave its representative 
further information, saying: 

‘‘The Ambassador pointed out that his 
remarks had been misunderstood in ma- 
terial points. The great gift is not, as 
reported, that of a single American citi- 
zen, but the foundation has been es- 
tablished by a number of wealthy men 
in the United States. Dr. Page has no 
information at present as to their ident- 
ity. The {ncome from the fund will be 
administered by an international health 
commission. One of the members of 
this commission will visit England be- 
fore long and probably he would feel a 
liberty to outline the plans and make 
known the names of the donors. 

“Dr. Page also corrected a misconcep- 
tion as to the object of the fund. The 
income, which will amount to about %,- 
000,000 a year, will be applied to the 
study and cure of diseases among na- 
tive races in all parts of the world. 
Special attention will be paid to the 
cure of anemia, to which the races of 
tropical lands are peculiarly suscep- 
tible. 

“When it was pointed out to Dr. Page 
that there were many poor people suf- 
fering from anemia in the great cities of 
Europe and the United States and quite 
as urgently in need of treatment as tr 
Chinese and other native races the Am- 
bassador explained there was nothing 
among the white races of the characte: 
of the disease which it was sought to 
combat.” 

“When anemia is eliminated,” Page ts 
reported to have said, ‘“‘we shall have 
a different type of man to deal wit? 
in India, China, Japan and the West In- 
dies, Central America and the Philip- 
pines.

Doctor Going to India for Rocke- 
feller Foundation to Study Anemia.

OF TYPHOID GERMS 


[Katie Fisher, 14, Believed to 
Have Been Responsible for 
76 Asylum Cases. 


Tests will be made at the city hos- 
pital tomorrow to determine whether 
Katie Fisher, a 14-year-old girl who ap- 
pears in perfect health, # another ‘‘Ty- 
phoid Mary.” The investigation follows 


four deaths from typhoid fever and 72 
cases of the disease at St. Mary’s Fe- 
male Orphan Asylum, Emerson and 
Harney avenues. 

The girl had been ill with typhoid 
three times before he entered the in- 
stitution three geare ago. Since then, 
according to Sisters of Charity who are 
in charge of the asylum, she has been 
in good health. 

Because it is unusual for one te have 
typhoid more than once and because 
Katie has been working in the kitchen 
where food is served to 225 children, she 
fell under the suspicion of Dr. B. J. 
Ludwig, physician in charge. He raised 
the question as to whether, like ‘‘Ty- 
phoid Mary,”’ the girl is what physicians 
‘all a chronic carrier of typhoid germs. 

{t has been established that the sys- 
tem of a person in robust health may 
yet be teeming with viruleht typhoid 
germs, against which the carrier is im- 
mune, but which makes him or her @ 
walking plague to others. 

“Typhoid Mary,” whose name is Marv 
Mallon, a domestic in ruddy health, was 
employed by eight families in the vict- 
nity of New York in seven of which out- 
breaks of typhoid fever followed her 
employment. There were 26 cases and 
one death. She was proved by bacter- 
iological tests to be a typhoid carrier, 
and was incarcerated in a pesthouse as 
& menace to public health. 

In case Katie Fischer proved to be 
similarly afflicted, the interesting at- 
tempt will be made at the city hospital 
to rid her system of typhoid germs 
should any exist. 

Asylom Is Quarantined. 

The asylum has been quarantined by 
the Health Department, following Dr. 
Ludwig’s report that four deaths from, 
typhoid occurred there last week, that 
% children are now in advanced stages 
of the disease and 37 others show ty- 
phoid symptoms. 

Those who died were Barbara Piska- 
cek, 14 years old; Leona Masterson, 6; 
Antonio Chiappeta, 10, and Helen St. 
George, 14.

FREED OF SENTENCE 
T0 10 DAYS IN JAIL 


Judge Holds That Raine Was 
Not Guilty of Contempt in 
Printing Injunction. 


NO COMMAND WAS GIVEN 


Court Decides *That Publisher 
Cannot Be Held Where No 
Specific Order Is Issued. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn.( July 1%.—Judge 
Walter Malone of the Shelby County 
Circuit Court, In a special opinion hand- 
ed down Saturday afternoon, held that 
Judge A. B. Pittman, who sought to 
enjoin publication of proceedings on the 
will case of Mrs. Caroline Cloth, in- 
volving an estate of $1,000,000, acted 
without authority in finding Gilbert D. 
Raine, editor of the News-Scimitar, 
guilty of contempt of court in publishing 
the injunction. 

Raine was defended on a charge of 
contempt and freed from serving 10 days 
in the county jail and paying a $50 fine, 
by Manton Davis, attorney, of St. Louis 

Judge Pittman last Tuesday ordered 
Raine to serve the jail sentence and as- 
sessed the penalty. Davis, with W. G. 
Cavett, auother attorney for Raine, had 
served notice of appeal, but Raine re- 
fused to make the appeal bond and was 
ordered to be taken to jail. 

Wen Race With Train. 

Attorney Davis jumped in an auto- 
mobile and won in a race with a Frisco 
passenger train to reach Judge Malone, 
a@ passenger on the train, and secured a 
writ of habeas corpus before the Mis- 
sissippi line was reached. This writ 
saved the editor from imprisonment. 

Judge Pittman, through’ G. T. Fitz- 
ugh, and Caruthers Ewing, as friends 
of the Court, probably will appeal from 
the decison of Judge Malone. 

In his decision, Judge Malone, said in 
part as follows: 

“It is my opinion that the whole pro- 
ceeding in the will. case was void, and 
that the Circuit Court had no jurisdic- 
tion, either over the parties or the sub- 
ject matter. The act creating the Pro- 
bate Court plainly provides that ap- 
peals from that court shall go directly 
to the Supreme Court and no other 
Court. 

In this will case, Judge Galloway re- 
fused to probate the will, and an appeal 
was prayed to the Circuit Court. If the 
relator can be held guilty of contempt 
it is by mere implication, because he is 
not directly commanded not to publish 
the order of the court itself. 

Holds Injunction Not Violated. 

This man has been fined $50 and sen- 
tenced to ten days imprisonment, the 
limit of punishment in the most: flag- 
rant cases. No man in my humble 
judgment should be subjected to pun- 
ishment by a mere recital in an order, 
or by mere implication without direct 
command to do or not to do. I am, 
therefore, of the opinion that the relator 
never violated the injunction at all.” 

Attorney Davis, in his argument, 
raised the constitutional question of in- 
dividual right and privilege. He de- 
clared that the Constitution of the State 
gave all citizens free speech and that 
the issuance of the restraining order by 
Judge Pittman to prohibit publication 
was void and that a violation of the in- 
junction could not constitute contempt.

CONTROL OF CRUDE. 
NO LONGER COMPLETE 


Younger Rivals, Aided by 
Rothschilds, Are Gaining 
in Production, and Refin- 
_eries May Have to Be Dis- 

~ mantled. 


By FRANK PUTNAM. 
A Special Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. ; 

HOUSTON, Tex., July 19.—A mil- 
lion automobile owners in the Unit- 
ed States will no doubt be glad to 
learn that the Standard Oil Co.’s Texas 
subsidiary, the Magnolia Petroleum Co., 
can manufacture and market gasoline 
for less than 6 cents a gallon. 

This is one of the facts brouglt out by 
the court hearings held in Texas in 
June, 1918, in the suit brought by the 
Attorney-General of Texas against the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey and its 
subsidiaries, allies and stockholders, to 
cellect $102,000,000 of penalties for alleged 
violations of the anti-trust laws of 
Texas. 

Additional hearings will be held late 
fn August or early in September in New 
York, Philadelphia, Chicago, Cleveland 
and Findlay, O. At these Eastern hear- 
ings, Messrs. Rockefellef, Archbold, 
Folger and other big men of the Oil 
Trust will be put on the stand, along 
with a number of big Eastern bankers, 
who are accused of conspiring with them 
te violate Texas law. I have heard ad- 
berents and defenders of the trust make 
light of this “preposterous” suit for 
enormous penalties, but it is evidently 
mot regarded in inner trust circles as 
wholly facetious, since nearly all of the 
foremost corporation lawyers of Texas, 
including many who ar. powerful in 
Texas politica, have been retained on the 
side of the defense, at heavy cost. 

What the Hearing Showed. 

It was developed in the Texas hear- 
ings on sworn testimony that the Mag- 
nolia Petroleum Co. makes gasoline; 
that the cost of manufacture is 31-3 
cents a gallon, and the marketing cost 
from 1% to 2% cents a gallon; that the 
company sold this gasoline to Texas 
consumers for ® cents a gallon (re- 
duced to 16 cents a gallon shortly after 
these hearings began); that it produced 
more gasoline than it could, sell in 
Texas; that it sold this surplus gasoline 
to the Standard Oil Co. of New York 
for 7% cents a gallon, thus making a 
profit of approximately 25 per cent; thai 
the Standard Oj] Co. of-New York sold 
the gasoline to its patrons for 18 cents 
@ gallon, thus taking a profit of some- 
thing over 1% per cent. 

This wee bit of light on Standard Oil 
profits was obscured by other more 
obviously sensational episodes in the 
daily reports of these hearings, yet it 
geems to me to be worth singling out, 
aa @ perfect illustration of monopoly 
power to fix prices. 

The big outstanding fact revealed in 
these Texas hearings, and to be re- 
ported in thie article, is that Standard 
Oll today faces a crisis in its affairs: 
no less a crisis than the necessity 
either to absorb some of its independent 
rivals in order to procure a larger sup- 
ply of crude oll, or to abandon and dis- 
mantle within a few years, a consid-

now only the third in size among 
the three big—but relatively small— 
independent competitors of Standard 
Oil.

4. That the Standard Oil Trust is 
still able to, and does, despite the 
growing strength of its business ri- 
vals at home and abroad, dictate 
prices, and enforce them, upon its 
domestic competitors, by the same 
old employment of its superior 
strength in destructive price making, 
to beat insurgent rivals to their 
knees. 


One needed to possess no more then 
an elementary knowledge of the oil busi- 
ness to understand why the Texas com- 
pany, largest of Standard’s American 
competitors (after a grilling 18 months 
of destructive competitive price-cutting 
that sent its stock tumbling down from 
180 to 74, and forced a cut of its divi- 
dend rate from ten to five per cent), 
made haste to follow suit when the 
trust’s subsidiary, shortly after these 
Texas hearings began, cut the price of 
gasoline in Texas from 20 cents to 18 
cents a gallon. 

It is still the case, regardless of court 
decrees, that when Standard says, “Two 
points down,” or “Ten points up,” all its 
independent competitors, trained in the 
school of bitter experience, jump to fol- 
low the Oi] Trust’s lead. 

Standard Fixes the Price. 

No one need doubt that Standard still 
possesses, and constantly exercises, mo- 
nopoly power to fix oil prices in the 
United States. Its pretended or tech- 
nical dissolution, in mock obedience to 
the decree of the United States Supreme 
Court, has not impaired this power, 
which it held before that decree was 
entered. If the men who command 
Standard Oll were law breakers before 
that decree was made—and the courts 
have said they were—it is apparent they 
are still, through new methods, getting 
precisely the same results for which they 
were condemned by the courts. 


Yet, with all its monopoly power, it 
can be truthfully stated—and this is the 
most important fact In the whole oil sit- 
vation—that Standard, flouting the 
courts, sees its finish as a dictatorial 
power in certain handwriting which has 
recently been placed upon the wall. 

That writing was done by a force 
mightier than Attorney-Generals or 
courts, mightier than any merely na- 
tion-wide lawless alliance of great bank- 
ing and transportation systems with a 
gigantic manufacturing  corporation— 
the irresistible force of competition for. 
profit, operating under the law of sup- 
ply and demand. 

Here are the facts which tell this 
phase of the story: Standard Oil today, 
for the first time since it became a great 
power, controls a smaller percentage of 
the crude oil in sight than it dees of 
the market for refined olls. The supply 
of crude oil, in all the American Nelds, 
ie steadily declining. Standard’s smali- 


foreign oil interests (the Rothschilds) 
to capture a share of the American oll 
trade. The Rothschilds like the three 
big American independents, have se- 
cured control of a considerable part of 
the supply of American crude oil. This 
they have sold to independent refiners 
in the American fields, as a means of 
fighting their only important competitor 
in the world’s of] market, the Standard 
O1 Co. 

The competition between these two 
huge interests is worldwide, Their cam- 
paigns dwarf the campaigns of embat 
tled nations into insignificance, in re- 
spect to the territory covered. Until re- 
cently the foreign oil product; they have 
not tried to enter the American field 
with their product; they have been con- 
tent to backfire the Standard at hdme by 
helping its independent competitors in 
the refining business. When Standard 


had by destructive price fixing crippled 
one of these independents, this foreign 


interest has usually come to the rescue 


with a supply of its American crude oil, 
in order to prevent the Standard from 


gaining what it has always sought, an 
undisturbed monopoly of oil refining 
and marketing in this country. 

Lately the foreign interests have be- 
gun an active campaign of oil importa- 
tion, bringing their products, and es- 
pecially gasoline, into both our Pacific 
and Atlantic coasts from their Sumatra 
refineries. A late cable indicates that 
henceforth the Rothchilds, large hold- 
ings of crude oil in the Kansas-Okla- 
homa field, will be sold for refining by 


the Waters-Pierce Oil Company. 
The figures of daily production of 


erude oil during the two months last 
past, in the American fields which 
yield oil from which kerosene and gaso- 
line can be made profitably, reveal the 
extent to which the independents have 
encroached upon the Standard’s con- 
trol of the crude supply. 

The average daily production in the 
eastern field, including New York, Penn- 
sylvania, West Virginia, Ohio, Kentucky, 
Indiana and Illinois, was approximately 
181,000 barrels, of which the Standard 
got 8 per cent. In the mid-continental 
field, including Kansas and Oklahoma, 
the daily average production of crude 


was approximately 100,000 barrels, of 
which the Standard got 60 per cent, ite 


rivals got #@ per cent. In the southern 
field, including Texas and Louisiana, 
the daily average production was ap- 
proximately 68,000 barrels, of which the 
Standard got only about one-third, its 
rivals getting two-thirds. 
Fair Competition Can Lower Price. 
These three big independent com- 
panies have proven they are strong 
enough to compete with Standard Oil, 
and give oil consumers the benefit 
of cempetitive prices—but only where 
and when the peopie’s governments 
shall actually force the Standard Oli 
Trust to rely upon legitimate and not 


upon destructive competition. This 
the people’s governments have obvi- 


ously mever yet done—the United 
States Supreme Court’s deoree of dis- 
solution to the contrary notwith- 
standing. Hence, while the big inde- 
pendent companies efford a medium 
for natural competition, me such com- 
petition has yet actually taken piace, 
The independenta, constantly 
strengthening their position an they 
are, by rapidly enlarging their com- 
mand of crude oil, are still too weak 
financially to stand against destruc- 
tive competition by Standard Oll—the 
kind of competition which the courts 
have denounced, which the Standard 


used to gain its monopoly power in 
the first instance, and which it has 


continued to use, in defiance of court 
mandates, from that time down to 
‘this present day. 

It is up to Attorney-General MoRey- 
nolds in the Cabinet of President Wood- 
row Wilson, and in particular it is up 
to President Wilson himself, actually 
to enforce the law of fair competition 
upon Standard Oil. In @ syndicated 
newspaper article published throughout 
the United States on Sunday, July 12 
President Wilson, writing of the trusts 
under the caption, “Monopoly or Oppor- 
tunity ?’’ said: 

“T take my stand absolutely, where 
every progressive ought to take his 
stand, on the proposition that private 
monopoly is indefensible and intelerablie.

WOMAN LOSING $24 
SUIT CALLS TREE 
NOT LEGAL COURT 


Appeal in Case Involving Paint- 
ing Contract Will Test Jus- 
tice Ford’s Status. 


The question whether a court under 
the trees is a court under the laws of 
Illinois will be tested in the Alton City 
Court, because of an appeal taken from 
a decision of Frank Ford of Upper Alton, 
who says he is a legal “‘hold-over’ Jus- 
tice of the Peace, notwithstanding that 
many weeks ago Mayor Faulstitch of 
Alton, evicted him from the old village 
hall and set his desk and chair outdoors, 
on municipal property adjoining the hall. 
Since the eviction Ford has been hold- 
ing court, when cases came, at his “‘of- 
fioe under the trees,’’ as he describes his 
location in such legal papers as he 
issues. Wednesday he heard the case 
of Mark Smith against Mrs. Cora Par- 
sons. Smith sued for $0 which he 
claimed to be due on a house-painting 
contract. 

Tangle Over Unionism. 

Smith is a non-union painter. When 
he was painting Mrs. Parsons’ house she 
engaged seme union workingmen, car- 
penters and others, to do other work 
sbout the premises. They objected to 
Smith’s presence and she told him, ao- 
cording to his story, that he must lay 
off until the union men completed their 
jobs. Smith testified that when he went 
back to finish his painting Mrs. Par- 
sons weuld not permit him to do aso. 

Justice Ford rendered judgment 
against Mrs. Parsons for $4.

Boynton asked a change of venue, but 
Ford denied his motion. The lawyer de- 
clared that a court consisting merely of 
a desk and a chair under a tree was not 
a court at all, but Ford reminded him of 
Bryant’s poem, “The groves were God's 
first temple.”’ 

First Courts Out-of-Doors, 

“If God’s temples are the groves,” 
said Ford, “then why cannot the trees 
constitute a court? The first courts 
must have been held outdoors, under 
the trees.” 


The contention of Mayor Faulstich

WASHINTGON, July 19.— Senator 
Cummins attacked President Wil- 
son today in opening the tariff de- 
bate in the Senate for the Progres- 
sive Republicans. At the outset he 
said the Republicans were driven 
from power largely because “they in- 
sisted power largely because “they in- 
duties, many .of which were un- 
necessarily and oppressively high.” 

“The Democratic party,” he asserted, 
“will soon be overtaken with like dis- 
aster because it is about to inflict upon 
the country a tariff law which, with 
respect to many things, invites the 
perils of free trade, and which, with 
respéct to others, imposes duties that 
are dangerously and destructively low 
and which, from end to end, grievously 
discriminates against the West in favor 
of the Hast—that is to say in favor of 
the manufacturer against the farmer. 

Oriticises the President. 

Besides pointing out many things that 
he considered destructive and entirely 
unwarranted in the bill, Senator Cum- 
mins criticised the President for his 
influence exerted upon members of Con- 
gress concerning the tariff bill, an in- 
fluence, he said, ‘“‘so persistent and de- 
termined that it became coercive.”’ 

“So long as the President is per- 
mitted to set up a standard of loyalty 
to the party to which he may belong,”’ 
he said, “and condemn every man who 
does not accept it, and so long as mem- 
bers of Congress vote under the appre- 
hension that they may suffer from the 
presidential power, controlled by his 
judgment instead of their own, #0 long 
Congress will incur, and will deserve, 
the contempt of all true lovers of fred 
and representative government.” 

Senator Cummins declared he believed 
the bill would be modified if members of 
Congress voted their convictions, but 
that it would not be modified, “largely 
because the President of the United 
States, assuming to Interpret and ap- 
ply the economic doctrine of his party, 
has laid the heavy hand of his power 
upon a branch of the Government that 
ought to co-ordinate, but which in fact 
has become subordinate.” 

Attacking as “tyrannical” the Demo- 
cratic secret caucus on the bill, the 
Iowa Senator declared that it was more 
indefensible than the tactics resorted to 
by the Republicans in preliminary con- 
sideration of the Payne-Aldrich bill. 

“So long as the real legislative action 
takes place in a caucus, it cannot be 
known what any man says or how any 
man votes,” he charged ‘‘It is not 
only invisible but inaudible government.’ 

“Tariff for Revenue Obsolete.” 

Tariff for revenue, Senator Cummins 
said, he regarded as ‘obsolete, unjust 
and intolerable,’’ and that “the moment 
protection’ becomes unnecessary, free 
trade is demanded by every considera- 
tion of justice and equality. 

“We produced in the United States 
commodities competitive in their char- 
acter, and upon which duties are levied 
in this bill, of the value of not less than 
$18,800,000,000. If the average rate of 
duty upon these things is % per cent, 
and that I believe is the estimate of the 
promoters of.this bill, the duties wil! 
inoreage the price of one year’s product, 
in the aggregate $4,700,000,000, 

"If those who ocousume, as well as 
those who produce these commodities, 
share the benefit of the increased price 
the general good will be promoted; but 
if our Democratic friends are right in 
asserting that those who produce the 
dutiable articles are the only benefici- 
aries, they ought to shudder when they 
contemplate what they are doing, for 
they are not only taxing the people, 
upon their consumption, the $250,000,000 
which are collected at the custom 
houses on imports, but they are taxing 
them at $4,700,000,000, for the sole bene- 
fit of the domestic producers of thege 
commodities. This is @n appalling con- 
clusion and it will shook the country 
when it is fairly appreciated.” 

The Senator submitted figures de- 
signed to show that according to the 
Democratic view, prices are raised 
by the pending bill upon 60 per cent 
of the enormous production east of 
the Mississippi River, while it raises 
the prices of but 89 per cent of the 
lesser preduction west of the river. 

“Discrimination Against West.”

man official and his alds. The 
three parties arrive in New York 
aboard the same vessel.

The Senator declared the Democrats

Simmons Replies to Cummins. 

Senator Simmons replied t* con- 
tentions that the bill discriminated 
against the farmer. He recounted the 
farm products the measure would 
place on the free list, such as wheat, 
flour, cattle, sheep, swine, sugar, 
wool, eggs, and potatoes, and said: 

Every man, whatever his occupa- 
tion, will be the beneficiary in some 
direction. The farmer has been shown 
special consideration. Practically 
everything he buys has been put on 
the free list or the duties have been 
greatly reduced. For his special bene- 
fit cotton bagging and ties, and the 
materials out of which sacks for 
grain, wool, fertilizer, etc., are made, 
wire for fencing and bailing purposes 
and similar articles of farm use have 
been upon the free list. oFr his spe- 
celal benefit plows, shovels, hoes, 
rakes, mowers, reapers, planters, and 
agricultural implements of every de- 
scription have been put upon the free 
list. He will be in a large degree the 
beneficiary of the free listing of 
building materials of various kinds, 
materials used in the construction of 
roads textbooks for schools, etce., 
boots and shoes low grade blankets, 
harness, saddles and saddlery, wag- 
ons, carts, sewing machines and other 
like products, 

“He will share general benefit from 
the reduction of duty on sugar and its 
ultimate abelition, and, finally, he will 
share benefits of the reductions this bill 
makes on Wearing apparel of every de- 
scription, crockery, hardware, household 
and kitchen furnishings and utensils.’’ 

Simmons declared the free list under 
the Payne-Aldrich law was in the inter- 
ests of the protected manufacturers. 

“Will Increase Trade.” 

‘Undoubtedly there will be increased 
importations under this bill,”’ Senator 
Simmons declared. “‘That was intended 
and provided for in the reductions in 
rates it makes. You cannot revise the 
tariff so as to give relief from present 
tariff burdens, except by enlarging op- 
portunities for importations. Undoubt- 
edly, on the other hand, there will be 
increased exportation under this bill. 
That was also intended by its framers 
and is provided for In such ways as was 
found possible and praticable. 

“To this end it untaxes the things the 
farmer employs in making the products 
he selis abroad, It untaxzes the raw 
materials of the manufacturer, It large- 
ly untaxés the material used in the con- 
struction of his plant and the machinery 
needed for its equipment to enable them 
to meet their foreign competitor on more 
advantageous terms, not enly at home, 
but abroad. 

“In short, it seeks, in such ways as 
are open, to establish upon a broader 
basis that spirit of comity on which in- 
ternational good will exists, to remove 
hampering restrictions, to broaden the 
basis of international trade and enable 
the American producer to take advan. 
tage in greater measure than has been 
possible under the existing tariff laws 
of eur great national opportunity in the 
market places of the world.”

How to secure the right distributfon of 
@ load and the effect of good balance of 
weight in preserving the springs, tires 
\and other features of mechanism, are 
told in the following — to mo- 
tor truck drivers: 

“Do not place all the heavy articles on 
the rear of the truck. If you place a 
heavy article on the rear of the truck, 
place an’ article of like weight on the 
front also. 

‘If you have a smal] and heavy load, 
such as steel rails, use a small body. 
Have the body constructed so that the 
load will be centered. If a tank body 
is used to haul over rough roads, it 
should be made only large enough to 
carry a normal load. 

“Don’t overload. If the body is too 
big, don’t load the truck to the capacity 
of the body. Some drivers are unneces- 
sarily hard on tires. The way the truck 
is loaded has a good deal to do with the 
wear. Balancing the load not only saves 
the tires and é@prings, but the driving 
mechanism also.” 


CHEAPER THAN BY TRAIN 


The day of considering the motor car 
as a luxury is past. Now it is consid- 
ered real economy by most business 
men to own ¢ars. Money invested in a 
good car will buy more miles of trans- 
portation than if invested in a railroad 
ticket, according to Harry R. Rad- 
ford, vice-president of the Cartercar | W 
company, Pontiac, Mich., who gives 
some real figures to back up his state- 
ment.

EXPERT, DRIVING ADVICE}: 


| There is quite a knack in driving suc- 
eessfully through sand and clay, accord- 
ing to that veteran pathfinder, Dr. 
Charles G. Percival, who took the “Bull 
Dog” car 55,000 miles, and from Mexico 
to the Arctic Circle. He says: ‘In heavv 
Sand deflate the tires about one-third 
and if the sand will not be subdued, then 
put on your chains, but be sure and 
pump the tires up after passing through 
the sand. In soft mud, clay and the like 
do not deflate the tires, but put on your 
chains. 

“If it is bad, do not continue to spin 
the driving wheel, which only makes the 
hole larger and lets the car down to the 
axle or differential. Don’t fill up the 
hole with stones and other rubbish, Jack 
up the car on a flat board, with a solid 
stone or log foundation beneath, and 
then fill in the hole you have made with 
anything solid but level with the board, 
and drive off onto it. A great deal of

OF: AUTOMOBILE HORNS 

A cable dispatch from Paris says that 
two-thirds of the street accidents there 
have been attributed by experts to: the 
diversity of sounds used as automobile 
warnings; and that a movement is on 
foot to standardize the signals used fox 
this purpose. 

Charles Thaddeus Terry, General Coun- 
sel for the American Automobile Asso- 
ciation, and one of the highest author- 
ities In the country on automobile leg- 
islation, in-commenting on the movement 
in the French city said that similar ac- 
tion by the State Legislatures of this 
country is of the greatest importance 
in order to prevent the rapidly increas- 
ing nurmber of automobile accidents. 

“Automobilists generally,’’ said Mr. 
Terry, ‘“‘are convinced that something 
must be done in the near future to- 
ward the adoption of a statute which 
will require the use of a uniform sig- 
naling device of a. character which 
would prevent accidents. It is geheral- 
ly admitted that many of the people 
who use the streets are heedless oi 
their own safety, and their attention Is 
not now aroused by the many and di- 
verse signals which are used upon motor 
vehicles. A statute is needed which wil) 
require a uniform signal which woul¢ 
be easily recognized as an automobile 
signal, and one at the same time which 
is sufficient to arrest the attention of 
the heedless pedestrians, without emit- 
ting an unreasonable sound or becoming 
a nuisance. I personally feel that »e 
statute which would require as a unil- 
form signal upen motor vehicles, some- 
thing which would emit @ sharp, unus¢ 
ual, broken or ragged sound, staccato 
and syncopated, which, at the same time 
is not unreasdénably loud or long con-~ 
tinued, which could be easily placed in 
judging distances ane med bg ae would 
answer the purpose.’

Art interest and discerning collector- 
ship of many St. Louis home builders 
again are demonstrated in a notable 
‘ gpecial installation of paintings at the 
City Art Museum, Forest Park. It is 
the third summer loan exhibition of 
paintings owned by St. Louisana, 

This collection will be open, free to 
all, until the end of October, from 10 
o’clock to 5 every day, and will afford 

the people of this city an another fine op- 

portunity to increase their familiarity 
with superior art. 

The general aspect of the exhibition 
is dignified and satisfying. The schools 
and art movements shown are worth 
while educationally, and the individual 
pictures have been chosen from several 
times their number that were available, 
both for their immediate appeal to the 
sense of the beautiful and for their in- 

_ structive Value to students of art and 
history. 
American Pictures. 

An interesting and important part 
of the exhibition is the American 
pictures. Several coming down to us 
from half a century ago will show 
the student public how the founda- 
tion of good American art already 
was laid before the influence of the 
Barbizon painters reached our shores, 
which was shortly after the middle 
of the nineteenth century. 

George Inness enables us to see in 
the exhibition how that inflyence of 
the great “1830” men, and their vital 
new movement in French art, af- 
fected the American painters of the 
time. An early picture by Inness, 
dated 1855, of a scene on the Dela- 
ware River, loaned by H. H. Evans, 
shows this landscape master working 
in the manner of the Hudson River 
School, which also may be studied 
in pictures by Durand and other 
artists. We see that he was still 
strongly influenced by the teachings 
of the Dusseldorf school, which was 
a great force in art at that period. 
One cannot withhold appreciation of 
the sympathy and feeling and ex- 
pressive art with which the lovell- 
ness of nature has been rendered. 
But we see in other pictures how the 
color and tone and imaginative qual- 
rties, for which the artist became so 
celebrated, were enriched, later, when 
he had studied the work of the 
romantic and poetic geniuses of the 
Fontainebleau or Barbizon school. 

George Inness Works. 

The most remarkable of these 
works of George Inness is, of course 
“The Setting Sun,” a picture loaned 
by Mrs. Breckenridge Long. This is 
a great landscape painting, really 
wonderful in its treatment of the 
dificult and majestic theme. An uwun- 
usual group of paintings by Inness 
is made up By adding to these ex- 
amples four others. W. K. Bixby 
loaned “Under the Greenwood,” 
Dwight F. Davis “The River Bank,” 
also known as “The Ordway Inness.” 
Jackson Johnson, a splendid green 
“Old Orchard,” and Dr. M. A. Gold- 
stein a fresh, spontaneous landscape 
showing the artist himself sketching 
in -a field, at a moment when a storm 
is threatening. 

All these pictures by Inness are 
among the new acquisitions of St. 
Louis art collectors. With other ex-

U. S, for Home Paper, Sees 
Benefit in Defeat. 


Ahmed Emin, a young Turkish jour- 
nalist, who is touring the United States 
and making a study of American jour- 
nalism, spent yesterday afternoon in 
the - Post- -Rfspatch office, most of the 
time in the editorial department, watch- 
ing with interest the handling of news 
stories from the time they were writ- 
ten to their reappearance on printed 
proof sheets. 

He has been to Colorado Springs, in 
attendance at the convention of the Na- 
tional Press Association, and on his 
return trip East will visit Louisville, 
Cincinnati and other Middle West cities. 


Emin is an intelligent young man, keen) 


on subjects pertaining to journalism, and 
speaks English with a hardly percepti 
ble accent. He says he is glad Turkey 
was defeated in the recent war, and 
glad because he is a patriot. He is the 
sort of patriot who appeals to the intel- 
lectualists, but would be tabooed with 
those who raise the cry, “Right or 
wrong, my country.” 

x Rejoices in Turkey’s Defeat. 


“T am patriotic,” expiained Emin to a 


reporter, “‘but I rejoice that Turkey has 
lost her European territory. Asia Minor 
is,our true and proper tergitory. It is 
there that we can develop. Under the 
old territorial conditions our population 
was too heterogeneous. The new condi- 
tions will make us a homogeneous na- 
tion. We are now Turkish and will be- 
gin to develop as a nation of Turks. 


“I predict that the world will be sur- 
prised at the rapid developmer. of 
Turkey now that defeat in war has been 
ours. I am a student of political con- 
ditions and that is why I hoped for the 
defeat of my country in this. contest. 
Defeat meant, in the end, victory, be- 


i cause it will give my own people their 


proper opportunity to become a vigorous 
nation. The students, the educated men, 
in Turkey, hold this view.” 

Student of Journalism. 

Young Emin is New York correspond- 
ent for The Ikdam, a dally morning 
newspaper in Constantinople. He is a 
student in the Pulitzer School of Jour- 
nalism at Columbia University. He has 
been in New York two and a half years, 
studying journalism according to Ameri- 
can methods and always on the outlook 
for “‘feature stories” for his paper which 
will serve to give his readers some ade- 
quate conception of life in the United 
States. 

“T got homesick,” he said, “and really 
wanted to visit Constantinople, but, 
after the war resulted as it did, I felt 
that I should learn more about this 
country and tell it to my people through 
my paper. I am especially interested in 
the status of the American woman. You 
may know that in the past five years 
our Turkish women have altered their 
condition most appreciably. They are, 
in effect, becoming Americanized. 

“The women of Turkey want to 
know how the women of America 
live, how they dress, how they com- 
port themselves, how they are re- 
gwarded by the men, their place in 
the political make-up of the coun- 
try. The equal surffage movement 
here interests them, and I am watch- 
ing its progress so that I can keep 
my readers informed. 

“At Colorado Springs I had the 
Pleasure of meeting Americans of 


many sorts and I learned much. 
Later I visited Wichita, Kan., for 
three weeks. I wanted to see life 
in one of your smaller cities.” 

Emin said he had not discovered 
any great general interest in this 
country in the war in the Balkans, 
but he had found that most of the 
people, like himself, were glad Turkey 
was defeated, though for a different 
reason. That reason, he said, was a 
religious one. 

“In Constantinople,” he said, “we 
have $1 daily papers. Only nine of 
them are Turkish. There is one 
English daily and the others are pub- 
lished in various other languages 
represented by the population, In 
our Turkish newspaper offices we 
have staffs of translators — English, 
German, French, Italian and others. 
We use a great deal of news from 
other nations, particulaAy the politi- 
cal news and comment thereon.” 

Last of the Street Dogs. 

Emin was asked about the freeing 
of Constantinople from dogs, the gen- 
eral impression here being that his 
city has no dogs. 

“Phat is not the case,” he sald. 
“We have privately owned dogs, but 
we got rid of the street dogs a few 
years ago. There were about 40,000 
homeless animals. They lived in cer- 
tain districts, divided into packs, as 
you might say. The dogs of one 
pack kept together. They were a 
picturesque lot, but they brought de- 
rision upon the city, so the authori- 
ties decided to get rid of them. There 
was much objection from some of the 
foreigners resident there. They look- 
eg upon the street dogs as one of 
the novel sights. 

“The dogs were herded for a time 
upon an island and finally killed and 
sold for their hides to manufactur- 
ers. Thus we turned them to some 
commercial account.” 
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scapists. Such pictures are worth the 
study of all art lovers. 

The remarkable little landscape by 
Dupre, recently acquired by Lionber- 
ger Davie, is another picture that has 
big qualities. It !s comprehensive in 
its simplicity and strength. Mrs. 
Breckenrdge Long's new Corot, hang- 
ing near, is a less vigorously assert- 
ive picture, but marvelously sympa- 
thetic with nature’s gentler feeling, 
and replete with Corot’s poetry. 


Old British Portraits, 


Notable in the exhibition are a 
number of fine old British portraits 
by Raeburn, Romney, Reynolds, Hopp- 
ner, Lawrence and Beechy. A won- 
derful little landscape ‘by J. M. W. 
Turner, loaned by Bixby, and these 
rich pictures of men and women of 
long ago, and a colorful portrait of 
two children of those days, by George 
Harlow, make another group of new 
acquisitions, and one that greatly 
strengthens the representation of the 
British schools in St. Louis. 

Pictures by Guido Reni, -.a hand- 
somely painted “Young Cavalier;” 
Barbieri, a Magdalene; and Solimena, 
“The Procession of St. Gennaro,” give 
an attractive glimpse of old Italian 
mastership. 

The contemporary French, British, 
German, Spanish, Dutch and Swedish 
schools all may be studied in exam- 
ples of good art in this collection. 

Some of the other French painters 
represented are Harpignies, L’'Her- 
mittee, Cazin, Van Marcke, Dieterle 
Gerome, Ziem, Bonnat, Monet and one 
of the great earlier figures, Dela- 
croix. 

German Art Examples. 

The German artists include Len- 
bach, Von Uhde, Stuck, Schreyer, Fer. 
rarig and Weiss. 


Among the British are Briton Re- 
viere, Alfred Hast, Macauley Steven- 
son, John Dawson-Watson, EK. W. 
Cooke and J. H. Henshall. 

Examples of Dutch painting include 
a notable old master, a waterfall 
landscape, by Jacob van Ruisdael, re- 
cently brought to St. Louis by Ed- 
ward Mallinckrodt, and numerous 
modern painters, Israels, Blommers, 
J. Maris, Matthieu Maris and Anton 
Mauve among them. 

Zorn, Thaulow, Schultzberg and 
others give a breath of the rugged 
North, and some splendid craftsman. 
ship, reaching to genius in the Swed-

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The two photographs of one and the 
same baby which are reproduced with 
this story constitute a convincing object- 
lesson of the splendid life-saving serv- 
ice performed by the St. Louis Pure Milk 
Commission in behalf of the little babies 
of the poor in the city’s crowded tene- 
ment districts.

E two photographs reproduced 
with this article in today’s Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch are photo 
graphs of a baby which was brought 


. to a feeding-clinic of the Pure Milk 


Commission when its case seemed ut- 
terly hopeless, yet which was dis- 
charged in April, 1913, in perfect phys- 
ical condition. 

It was a boy baby and was 10 
months old at the time of its first 
examination at one of our clinics. 
The baby then was much emaciated, 
weighing only 10 pounds, 9 ounces, 
the weight proper for that age being 
16 pounds. There seemed but the 
faintest chance of saving its life— 
indeed, its condition was such that 
this “fighting chance” was discerned 
only by the most optimistic eyes. 
And the baby was under our care 
for nearly two years before it was 
finally dismissed as safe and healthy. 

The clinic record of this case, up 
to the time when the baby’s improve- 
ment became.steady and. unbroken, 
becauge of the fact that the proper 
strength-modification of milk ‘guit- 
able to its needs had been found, is 
interesting. 

The baby was brought to a Pure 
Milk Commission clinic on June 2% 
191. It was under the supervision 
of the clinio until April, 1913. At va- 
Tious times, after it was in fairly 
g00d condition, other foods were 
tried, but“It became necessary, every 
time, to return to the pure milk sup- 
plied by the commission to restore 
the child to health, this milk being 
the only food that would agree with 
the baby. . There was a time during 
the period when the baby was in our 
hands that it was necessary for sur- 
gical reasons to place it in one of 
the hospitals and, again, after this 
was necessary for a slight surgical] 
operation; but, after being taken 
from the hospital, it showed a steady 
increase in weight. 
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Entering the clinic on June 22, 
1911, the baby was fed, at first, on 
our modified milk 6-ounce and 4 
eunce formulas alternately. On June 
6 this was changed to the 6-ounce 
formula alone,’ given every 2% hours. 
This was continued until June 8, at 
which time the baby was taken. to 
the hospital for surgical treatment, 
remaining there until Aug. L — 


Returning then to our care, the 
baby was fed on our modified milk 
formula B, T-ounce, and this treat- 
ment was continued until Aug. 13% 
when a change was made to the mod- 
ified milk formula C, 8ounce, which 
was found to be the modification 
upon which it threve most surely. 

On Sept. 8 the baby again was tak- 
en to the hospital, this time for a 
slight surgical operation, and, on 
Sept. 2, the clinio record shows that 
it was not doing very well. By Oct. 
8, however, it was much better, and 
it improved steadily thereafter, be- 
ing finally discharged, as I have al- 
ready said, in April, 1913, in perfect 
physical condition. 


The first of the two photographs 
shows the baby when It first entered 
our pure milk feeding-clinic, weigh- 
ing only 10 pounds 9 ounces, or more 
than five pounds less than its proper 
weight. The second photograph, tak- 
en three months later, shows the 
baby when it had begun to increase 
steadily in weight and was nearing 


31 pounds, the weight proper for a 


boy baby 18 menths old. 

The baby was under our careful su- 
pervision at all times, save when it 
was in the hospital for surgical] treat- 


ment. We were profoundly inter- : 


ested in the case because it had 
seemed so hopeless in the beginning, 


‘and the baby’s improvement, when 


once we had found the special modi- 
fication of milk best sulted to its 
needs, was a great joy to us. During 
the last 12 months of its treatment 
there was no setback in its condi. 
tion,- its growth in weight and 
cA being steadily maintained.

(SOCIOLOGISTS OF 
U.S, ARE STUDYING 
CITES IN GERMANY 


Parties of American Seeking to 
Learn Improvements in Liv- 
ing Condition Abroad.

BERLIN, July 198-—The willingness 
of Americans to learn of all the world 
and to be satisfied with only the best, 


is exemplified in a marked manner 
just now, when Berlin and the chief 
cities of Germany are being swept 
by enterprising parties of Americans 
seeking out all the best features of 
German municipal life. One party suc- 
ceeds another rapidly, all eager to 
learn about town planning or hygienic 
house building. One of the visitors 
is Prof. W. J. Stevens of St. Louis. 

One big .svuciological party, headed 
by Dr, von Borosini of Chicago, un- 
der the auspices of Dr. Pratt’s sum- 
mer school of the New York Univer- 
sity, and Director Miller of the In- 
ternational Civico Bureau, arrived in 
Berlin this week, to examine the town 
planning experiments here, under the 
guidance of an English town planning 
specialist, Henry R. Aldrige, This 
party proposes to make a thorough 
study of social conditions in England, 
Germany and France. On Monday 
morning it will be taken around the 
outskirts of Beryin by Director Otto 
of the German Garden City Associa- 
tion to se the workingmen’'s dwell- 
ings. . 

Interesting Berlin Exhibits, 

The most interesting exhibit, mem- 
bers told tne Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent, was the Meyershof in North 
Berlin, a vast barrack housing 1500 
workingmen. This structure repre- 
sent@ the earliest experiment in 
workingmen’s houses, and, by way of 
contrast, the Americans then visited 
the Staargard Strasse, where are up- 
to-date, airy, sunny tenements. These 
are called co-operative houses and 
accommodate about 70 tenants each,

Most ef the domestic fowls in this 
country have had their names and origin 
im other nations of the earth, but to 
America must be awarded the honor of 
giving to the world the two most popu- 
lar, and judging from the census of 
these two varieties taken from the exhib- 
its of the various poultry shows. The 
twd most valuable breeds of general- 
purpose fowl are Plymouth Rock and 
Wyandotte. ° 

Prior to 1#83 there were no Wyandottes 
and before that year numerous fanciers 
f several sections of the country had 
been trying to develop some variety that 
Might bring them such fame and profits 
as had come to those who had originated 
and perfected the Plymouth Rocks. So 


!gseason it becomes more evident that 
in. order to produce up-to-date poultry 
in profitable form recourse must be had 
to artificial methods almost exclusively. 


Compared With Other Breeds. 

The distinguishing traits of the Wy- 
andottes may be best understood when 
brought into contrast with other breeds. 
The standard weights of eight and one- 
half pounds for cocks und seven and 
pone for cockerels, six and one-half 
for hens and five and one-half for pul- 
lets may be taken as fairly represen- 
tative of the average weights attained. 
The standard of perfection states that 
‘fall efforts to exceed its present stand- 
ard size have proved detrimental to 
the breed.” The Plymouth Rocks and 
Leghorns are the breeds most frequent- 
ly referred to for the purpose of insti-

White Pekin Ducks 
Are Again Popular 


Many New Breeds Have Been 
Produced, but None Have 
Displaced Them. 


Of the 12 standard varieties of ducks, 
the White Pekin still retains its. popu- 


larity on account of its utility quall- 
des. Of all ducks for practical purposes, 


Chickens 


small or large scale. They are very 
easily raised as compared with the other 
They were imported from 
China in the early seventies and since 
their introduction into this country they 
have been very much improved. 


The Pekin duck has a distinct type of 
its own and is different from all other 
varieties in the shape and carriage of 
its body. By some it is credited a shape 
very much like an Indian canoe, owing 
to the full growth of feathers under its 
rump and the singular turned-up car- 
riage of the tail. The legs are set far 
back, which causes the bird to walk in 
an upright position. In size these ducks 
are very large, some reaching as high 
as 20 pounds to the pair. Their flesh is 
very delicate and free from grossness, 
and they are considered among the best 
of table fowls. They are excellent lay- 
ers and average from 100 to 150 eggs 
each in a season. They are nonsetters, 
hardy, easily raised and mature early. 
The standard-bred Pekin has a long, 
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medium length. The back is lo 
broad; breast round and full 
prominent. The body is long 
Carried with an elevation in front, slop- 
ing downward toward the rear. The 
wings are short, carried closely against 
the body. The birds, on account of their 
weight and small wings, cannot fly to 
any extent and are easily confined in a 
yard with a two-foot fence. The tall is 
erect, more so than any other duck. 
The curl feathers in the tail of the 
drake are hard and stiff. The 
thighs are short and large; shanks 
short and strong, and in color are @ 
reddish orange; the toes are straight, 
connected by a web, and reddish orange 
in color. The plumage is downy and of 
creamy white throughout. However, the 
birds with the clear white plumage are 
given the preference in the showroom, 
and the breeders, in selecting show 
birds, take the ones with the snow white 
plumage instead of the creamy white 
birds. The standard weight of the adult 
drake is eight pounds, adult duck seven 
pounds. young drake seven pounds, 
young duck six pounds. The feathers 
from the white Pekin are very much 
sought for and bring a higher price than 
those of the colored varieties. 
soe 

Care of Stock Ducks. 

While soft food is essential for ducks 
if they are to lay well, one has to guard 
against the danger of their getting too 
fat, which is disastrous to egg produc» 
tion. This risk is greatest in the au- 
tumn, but is present at all times, es- 
pecially with the heavier breeds, so that 
the taking of exercise should be induced 
as far as possible. Before ducks com- 
mence to lay they should be let out as 
soon after daybreak as 


Everything for 


it is in the early mornings 

evenings that slugs and worms most 
abound upon the surface of the earth. 
When laying has begun, however, it 
becomes necessary to keep the ducks 
confined to their house until about § 
o'clock, so that almost al] the eggs will 
have been laid before they are let out. 
Ducka, unlike hens, will drop their eggs 
ebout the yards and fields as often ae 
in the nests, and the ever watchful 
rooks and jackdaws quickly pick them 
up. It is often contended that anything 
In the shape of a house will do for 
ducks, and frequently in farmyards they 
are even left open at night. This is a 
mistake, for if they are to lay well dur- 
ing the cold months of the year, they 
must have both warm accommodatior 
and generous feeding. The ‘floor must 
be kept well littered with clean straw 
or some such dry material, and plenty 
of water must be supplied. It is ad- 
visable that stock ducks should have 
a pond or brook in which to swim, al- 
though this Is not absolutely necessary. 
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Make sure that currents of air do not 
strike the fowls when they are on the 
roost at night, but be sure there is 
plenty of good fresh air for them to 
breathe.

Keep Broody Hens 
Off Nests at Night 


Remove all broody hens from the nests 
the last thing at night when shutting 
up the houses and place them in a coop 
by themselves where there is no nests 
er nest material. They should be pro- 
vided with plenty of food and water 
regularly and allowed a comfortable 
roost, and in about three days are gen- 
erally ready to go back to the laying 
pens, where they soon commence laying 
again. 

The secret of breaking hens up easily 
ls not allowing them to set on the nest 
over night at all and then keeping them 
from hests until ready to lay. 

Every time a hen is allowed to return 
to the nest while broody she becomes 
a more confirmed setter.

Burleson announced the changes as 
follows: , 

“The first zone shall include the ter- | 
ritory within the local delivery of any 
office and the first zone rate of post- 
age will apply to all parcel post mail 
deposited at any office for local de- 
livery or for delivery by city carrier or 
on rural routes emanating from that 
postoffice. 

“The second zone shall include the re- 
mainder of what is now the first zonc 
together with. the present second zone 
and shall include all the unite of area 
located in whole or in part within e 
radius of approximately 150 miles from 
any given postoffice. 

“The rate of postage on parcels weigh- 
ing in excess of four ounces in the pro- 
posed first zone will be reduced from 
five cents for the first pound and. one 
cent for each additional pround or frac. 
tion thereof to five cents for the first 
pound and one cent for each additiona, 
two pounds or fraction thereof. 

“The rate for the second zone will be 
teduced from five cents for the first 
pound and three cents for each addi- 
tional pound or six cents for the first 
pound and four cents for each additional 
pound or fraction thereof to five cents 
for the first pound and one cent for 
each additional pound or fraction there- 
of. 

Affects One-Thira of Parcels. 

“The maximum weight of Parcel post 
packages will be increased from 1] 
pounds to 20 pounds, the increase of 
weight to apply only to the first and 


second zones. No change has been made 
in the size or form of the package.’’ 
Statistics collected by the department 


show that one-third of the total number 
of parcels mailed are handled within the 
proposed first and second zones, and 
the Postmaster-General believes the in- 
Grease in the weight limit and the re- 
duction of the rates of postage in these 
zones, a8 proposed, will benefit greatly 
more than one-third of the public and 
that the producer, the consumer and the 
local merchant will! profit materially oy 
the changes. 

He points out, too, that the farmers, 
who were led to anticipate much bene- 
fit from the parcel post service, will be 
afforded a cheap means of transporting 
their products directly to the consum- 
er, and that the local merchant whose 
trade does not justify the employment 
of extensive delivery service also will ve 
benefited, as the system will put him 
in close touch with his customers. 

At the outset it was estimated that 
300,000,000 parcels would be handled dur- 
ing the first year of the operation of tha 
parcel post system, but it appears from 
the statistics that, influenced by the 
changes announced today, the servive 
will be so popularized that the number 
of parcels carried during the ensuing 
12 months will be more than double the 
original estimate. 

Rate Sheet for Each Office. 


The rate sheet, which is to be used]! 


as a@ substiute for the parcel post man, 
will be prepared as soon as practicable 
and attached to the parcel post guide. 
The rate chart, td be made for each 
separate postoffice, will be worked out 
from the local point of the unit in which 
the postoffice is located. The simplicity 
of the plan, it is thought, will make 
easily determinable the rate of postage 
from that unit to any other on any 
mailable parcel and will greatly facili- 
tate the handling of parcel post mattar 
at postoffice windows. 

Under regulations recently adopted tho 
use of distinctive stamps no longer is 
mandatory and the public is permitted 
to mall parcels with ordinary stamps af- 


fixed.

“Charlie Crawford agreed to the 
settlement by which he got his share, 
and later, some of his relatives got 
around him and made him repudiate 
his agreement and declare that his 
lawyer had acted without his author- 
ity, and that he did not want to settle. 

“Things drifted on and then came 
the filing of the suit against me last 
fall when tney made the charge that 
I hag caused the death of my hus- 
band. Why didn’t they do that when 
he first died? Why didn’t they have 
me arrested last. fall when they 
swore to this statement? 

“Of course I deny the whole charge; 
it’s just one thing piled on another 
to make me spend my money in law- 
yer’s fees and to humiliate me and 
hound me because they want more 
than their share of the estate and 
hate me.” 3 

The charge made in the civil suit 
that Mrs. Crawford had poisoned her 
husband did not attract attention and 
it was not until after a permit was 
obtained from Judge Beall to exhume 
the body in the family burial ground 
in Carrollton that any attention was 
paid to the case. Mrs. Crawford's at- 
torneys now charge that she was 
given no notice of the intent to. ex- 
hume the body, which was done 
June 12. 

Dr. H. F. Harris of the State Board 
of Health wus called to make a post 
mortem examination and an analysis 
of the viscera. His report filed with 
the court declares that he found mor- 
phine and meuconic acid in the 
stomach and that Crawford did not 
die of pneumonia as stated in the 


burial permit. 
Attending Physician Is 
Her Staunch Defender. 


R. J. W. HURT, who treated 
Crawford during his last i))- 
ness, declared that he pre- 

scribed morphine for the patient to 
relieve his great suffering from 
pneumonia and that a cough mixture 
he had caused to be given to Craw- 
ford was sufficient explanation of 
the meuconic acid reported from the 
examination. Dr. Hurt expressed 
great indignation that Dr. Harris 
should decidre that Crawford did not 
die of pneumonia. 

When Dr. Harris’ testimony was given 
before the Coroner’s jury in Fultos 
County, that body at once returned this 
verdict: 

“We, the jury, find that the deceased 
came to his death from poison admin- 
istered by Mra. Mary Belle Crawford, 
and recommend that she be held by the 
Fulton County grand jury.”

MEXICO MEANS WAR 
MADERO DECLARES 


Eldest Surviving Brother of For- 
mer President Attacks 
Huerta’s Title. 


“COERCED HIS ELECTION” 


Exile Favors Carranza Move- 
ment and Tells How H. L. Wil- 
. son Imposed on Brother. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Buresz of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July W ce 
assassination last February of Presi- 
dent Madero of Mexico, his family 
have maintained discreet silence on 
Mexican politics. Where their sym- 
pathies lie none could doubt, and their 
friends have known that at the op- 
portune moment they would declare 
themselves. 

The last week agitation has un- 
sealed their lips. The following in- 
terviews with Don Alfonso Madero, 
eldest of the seven surviving brothers 
of the murdered President, is the 
first authoritative expression of their 
views: 

“The time has come when every 
Mexican should declare himgelf. We 
—I speak only for the younger gen- 
eration—the brothers of the late 
President—have remained silent to 
this time because we did not wish 
to give rise to any suspicion that we 
sought only to avenge our brother, 
I speak now only because my unfor- 
tunate country appears to be. ap- 
proaching a crisis. 

“Our sympgthy has been, quite nat- 
urally, with the forces fighting to 
uphold constitutional government § in 
Mexico. The movement led by Gen. 
Carranza has not only our sympathy, 
but our hearty moral support. One 
of our brothers, Julio, has gone to 
join Gen. Carranza’s staff. The rest 
of us are here or in Texas. Each 
one is responsible for his own move- 
ments, and each one, I-am sure, is 
doing his duty as he sees it, and 
may be counted on to serve his coun- 
try in the way which seems the most 
effective.” 

He Wanted Time ‘o Talk. 

Don Alfonso Madero made the fore- 
going statement unhesitatingly to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter on the day 
following the recall of Ambassador 
Henry Lane Wilson. Time and again 
since coming to New York, after the 
murder of his two brothers in Mex- 
ico City, Senor Madero has replied to 
all questions: | & 

“Not yet, but the time may come 
when I can talk.” 

Meantime he fitted up a modest of- 
fice on the thirteenth floor of 33 
Broadway and settled down with his 
father, Francisco Madero Sr., to di- 
rect, as best they might, the complex 
business affairs of the Maderos in the 
Northern states of Mexico. 

The Maderos do not concede that 
Gen. Huerta, the Provisional President, 
holds any other than an assassin’s 
title. To them Huerta is the “rebel” 
and their country has no legal head. 

What compelled Don Alfonso to 
give his opinion this time was the 
suggestion in the newspapers that the 
United States might be driven to 
recede from the stand taken by Pres- 
ident Wilson and recognize the 
Huerta government. 

“Against the claim that the regime 
of Huerta is a constitutional govern- 
ment,” said Senor Madero, “there is 
this unanswerable fact which seems 
to have escaped the attention of the 
American press, that when the Mex- 
ican Congress gave formal recogni- 
tion to Huerta as Provisional Presi- 
dent, it did so under force of arms. 
One thousand soldiers 
knew would do his bidding were sta- 
tioned in the halls of Congress when 
Huerta sent Querido Moheno, a mem- 
ber of Congress from Oaxaca, to tell 
his colleagues that they would be 
given 36 hours in which to recognize 
the Huerta government and make it 
constitutional. 

Legislators Held It a Threat. 

“The message as delivered contained 
the threat that if Huerta’s order was 
not complied with he would shoot the 
President and Vice-President, who had 
not yet been murdered, and every Sen- 
ator and Congressman who voted against 
him. Every member of the Congress 
whom I have seen since that memorable 
session has verified this aesertion. 

“How is this, then a ‘Constitutional’ 
Government? What becomes of their 
assertion that Congress by this act 
clothed an assassin with legal authority? 
As well might a robber claim title to 
my purse because I gave it to him at 
the point of his gun. 

“There are three alternatives for the 
Government of the United States. Let 
us follow each to its probable conse- 
quences. 

“First, there is intervention, which ig 
sought by selfish interests in this coun- 
try. It was Ambassador Henry Lane 
Wilson's repeated threats of itnvasion— 
he was always telling my brother that 
he would have marines landed on so 
many hours’ notice—that tied my btoth- 
er’s hands tn his efforts to pacify Mex- 
ico. In this respect the burden of re- 
sponsibility for the failure of the Mas 
dero administration rests heavily upon 
the American Government. Because Am- 
bassador Wilson was retained -at his 
post my brother believed that he repre- 
sented the real attitude of the Taft ad- 
ministration. He knew the landing of 
marines meant war, and terrible conse- 
quences to Mexico 
no Mexican would care to become re- 
sponsible for. Therefore, he made con- 
cessions which were fatal to his Gey- 
ernment. 

Mexico Would Not Submit. 

“You must remember that Mexicans 
have been intensely proud for 100 years 
of their political autonomy. Mexico 
would not submit gracefuly to the ter- 
mination of her political life. You would 
have, only on a larger scale, a repeti- 
tion of your @ismal experience in the 
Philippines.

“Who is behind the demand for rec- 
Ignition of Huerta?’ 

Senor Madero repeated the question, 
as though surprised by its foolishness. 

Dias Men Behind Hiterta. 

“Why, nobody, excepting the interests 
that supported him after inducing him 
to turn traitor. They are some of the 
old Porifristas, or followers of Porifirio 
Diaz—the political circle known as the 


Cientificos, the reactionaries of Mexico. 


With them are the foreign interests that 
have lent money on the strength of their 
belief that big business could dominate 
all governmental consideration and se- 
cure recognition for the Huerta regime. 

“There again the United States was 
complicated, through its unfortunate 
misrepresentation in the Mexican cap- 
ital. It is a matter of record that Am- 
bassador Henry Lane Wilson tele- 
graphed to the American consuls in the 
North of Mexico that H was the duty 
of all Americans and Mexicans to sup- 
port the Huerta government as it would 
be recognized Ymmediately by all for- 
eign powers. 

“In substantiation of the statements 
made that the pact between Huerta and 
Felix Diaz wherein Huerta agreed to 
turn traitor, was made and signed in 
the American Embassy, I have the word 
of one of the diplomats who was pres- 


ent. This pact has been known as the 
pact of the Cludadela, or the arsenal, 
which was Diaz's headquarters. 

“This diplomat told me that he called 
at the American Embassy to see Mr 
Wilson and while there heard the pact 
being read in the presence of Huerta, 
Diaz and the other parties to the con- 
ference. It was signed in the American 
Embassy. With all my family, I be- 
lieve Ambassador Wilson was morally 
responsible, both for my brother’s over- 
throw and for his assassination. 

“The third alternative is recognition 
of the belligerent rights of the consti- 
tutionalists. It would then be imma- 
terial whether Huerta were recognized. 
Each side would be given a fair chance, 
in the fullest sense this Government 
would be keeping its hands off and 
leaving Mexico to work out its own des- 
tiny—which she is able to do. 

“Qen. Carranza is an able leader. The 
people have rallied to his standard fron 
end to end of the republic. Huerta con- 
trols, undisputed, only the Federal dis- 
trict around the capital. Huerta might 
resent recognition of the belligerency of 
the constitutionalists any attempt to fo- 
ment trouble for Americans, but, know- 
ing as I do the real temper of the Mexi- 
can people, I can assure you that such 
recognition would only increase the re- 
spect of al] Mexicans for the spirit ct 
fairness displayed by the new adminis- 
tration at Washington. , 

“The constitutionalists have a man 
for every rifle they can get into Mexico. 
They are impeded from sweeping the 
country only by the impossibility of pro- 
curing arms. 

“Even if the United States would not 
recognize the belligerency of the con- 
stitutionalists, it might, with emineat 
propriety, pursue the precedent it estab- 
lished during the Russo-Japanese War, 
when it permitted American merchants 
to ship arms and ammunition to anv 
Russian or Japanese merchants. [f 
American merchants were permitted to 
ship munitions to Mexico merchants for 
+ period of two weeks, the Huerta 
usurpation would be wiped out and the 
constitutionalists forces would be in 
Mexico City within a month.”

Enlightened persons in both city and country 
bave come to realize that darkened rooms are 
cells for the breeding of disease germs and that 
closed windows keep the breeders at work by 
night. Do you remember the old-fashioned “par- 
lor?” Such windows as it had were hung with 
heavy curtains. Usually there were outside shut- 
ters, always kept closed except when “company” 
came. The company was too polite to remark 
upon the mustiness of the parlor atmosphere. 
Few of the newer houses in cities now are pro- 
vided with outside shutters, or with inside ones 
for that matter, and the window area bas in- 
creased quite appreciably in recent years 

Dr. Frank Crane recently wrote a little article 
which m. re than one St. Loufsan has pasted in 
his scrapbook. He said that architects provide 
ample windows, but women persist in shutting out 
with about seven thicknesses of rags the light and 
air which otherwise would enter. These. seven

WNinety-eight years have passed since Na- 
poleon surrendered to the Englich nation and 
‘begged a retreat on the island against which he 
had struggled so implacably and which, more than 
pany other people, was responsible for the wrecx 
of his towering ambition. His appeal to British 
hospitality, as the world kn®ws, was answered 
with exile to the rock of St. Helena. 


France, in which the name of Bonaparte is still 
one of enchantment, will commemorate the anni- 
versary in sorrow, mingled with recollections of 
her dazzling glory as mistress of Europe during 
the Napoleonic era. 


Germany will revere the memory of her stout- 
hearted old Bluecher, who, although “damnably 
mauled,” as Wellington said, did not know he was 
whipped, and on the evening of the last day flung 
his army upon the French right wing and hurled 
Napoleon from his throne.

world that he was unconquerable. In this case he 
would have died on the throne and left the crown 
of the French Empire to his son. 

In recent years the old assertion that Napoleon 
lost Waterloo because of a failing of his intellectu- 
al and physical powers has been radically revised. 
It is conceded on all hands that the march by 
which he tirust his army between ‘Vellington and 
Bluecher was one of the masterpieces of war, ex- 
ecuted with all of his youthful brilliance, velocity 
and précision. Wellington had pronounced the 
mazéuver impossible. It was the impossible which 
the master accomplished. 

Never did Napoleon exert an energy more 
fiery and swift than that displayed in the 
Huhdred Days between the reovery of his 
throne, after the return from Elba, and his fall. 
Affrighted and infuriated by his reaprearance on 
the world’s stage, England, Prussia, Russia and 
Austria bound themselves to supply 150,000 ‘nen 
each and to maintain them in the field until Na-

The allies had foreseen Napoleon’s very plan, 
but considered it unthinkable that before they 
could move a man to meet the onset the Emperor 
could unobserved thrust his army between them. 
But such was his secrecy and dispatch that it 
vas the unthinkable which occurred. - 

On the first three of the four days’ fighting 
in Belgium, which culminated in Waterloo, Na- 
poleon, though outnumbered two to one. had the 
advantage. His plans had succeeded with the me- 
ehanical accuracy which won Marengo, Auster- 
litz and Jena. : 

He divided his army into two wings, the one 
opposed to the English under Marshal Ney, and 
the other one against the Prussians under Grouchy. 
A third division was held in reserve. To the aid 
of the wing which first wan the advantage, the 
reserve was to be launched li*e a thunderbolt. 
With one enemy routed, the entire army could 
turn upon the other, shatter him and then race 
away to defeat the Austrians and Russians on the 
other side of France, 

On the night of June 16 it seemed that this 
strategy was triumphant. The Prussians had been 
the first to yield to the onset of the imperial vet- 
erans. As troops from the reserve were hurled

One division of the enemy being whipped, Na- 
poleon was now ready to smash the vther. It 
was the old strategy of dividing the Zoe and de- 
feating him in detail, which had won the Italian 
campaign against deadly odds. 

Although he had-routed Bluecher, the Emperor 
prudently detached 33,000 men under Grouchy 
to pursue the Prussians, prevent them from ral- 
lving and keep them from forming a union with 
Wellington, whom Ney was intrusted with the 
task of defeating. The incompetence and inertia 
of these Gencrals wrecked their master’s plan 
when it was at the point of victory. 

Ney wasted precious hours before attacking the 
Duke, missing his opportunity to storm the Brit- 
ish breastworks while the French were irresisti- 
bly superior in force, and permitting enough rein- 
forcements to arrive to enable Wellington to hold 
the defensive without the aid of the Prussians. 
History finds justice in Napoleon’s furious re- 
proach to Ney on the battlefield: “You have

Fut after Leipsic he had remarked: “T shall al- 
wa:s be an extraordinary man.” He proved it 
by the return from Elba, the most romantic evert 
in history. After Waterloo, as a prisoner on St 
Helena, guarded by British battleships, he still 
displeved a triumphant statecraft which has not 
often been remarked, but which in another would 
have won him everlasting glory as a profound 
and far-sighted politician. 


Through the flash of inspiration by which Na- 


poleon obtained the appointment of Barry O’Meara- 


as his personal physician, the Emperor inflicted 
an immortal revenge upon the English. O’Meara’s 
book turred Sir Hudson Lowe, perhaps a dull but 
a respectable and faithful officer, into a historical 
monster, and made St. Helena the word of which 
England is today chiefly ashamed, as Lord Rose- 
bery’s book admits. ’ 


But the prisoner’s great task was the creation 
of vhat is now called the Napoleonic legend. He 
set himself to the duty of revising his career for 
the eyes of posterity, and gradually wielded it 
into a work of art and romance which ig still 
captivating to the imagination. What was his 
purpose? He had a young son, the former King of 
Rome. The edifice which he so skillfully erected 
for the boy did not avail him. But the triumph 
of the policy worked out at St. Helena came later, 
when the Emperor's nephew and the grahdson of 
Josephine ascended the French throne as Na- 
poleon IIl 
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“Reinforcements enabied Wellington te hold the defensive.” 
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N the spring of 1889 [ was 
appointed by President 
Harrison Civil Service 
Commissioner. For nearly 
five years I had not been 
very active in political 
life; although I had done 
some routine work in the 
organization and had 
made campaign speeches, 
and in 1886 had run for 
Mayor of New York 
against Abram S. Hewitt, 
‘Democrat, and Henry 

Gecrge, Independent, and had been defeated. 

I served six years as Civil Service Commis- 
sioner—four years under President Harrison and 
then two years under President Cleveland. I 
was treated by both Presidents with the utmost 
consideration. Among my fellow Commissioners 
there was at one time ex-Governor Hugh Thomp- 
son. of South Carolina, and at another time John 
R. Proctor of Kentucky. They were Democrats 
aud ex-Confederate soldiers. I hecame deeply at- 
tached to both, and we stood shoulder to shoulder 
in every contest in which the Commission was 
forced to take part. 

During my six years’ ‘ervice as Commissioner 
the field of the merit system was extended at 
the expense of the spoils system so as to include 
several times the number of offices that had orig- 
inally been included. Generally this was done 
by the introduction of competitive entrance ex- 
aminations; sometimes, as in the navy yards. 
by a system of registration. ‘This of itself was 
good work. . 

Even better work was ‘making the law efficient 
and genuine where it applied. As was inevitable 
in the introduction of such a system, there was 


For instance, it applied to the ordinary empleyes 
in the big custom houses and postoffices, but not 
to the heads of these offices. 

A number of the heads of the offices jwere slip- 
pery politicians of a low moral grade, themselves 
appointed under ‘the spoils system, and anxious, 
directly or indirectly, to break down the merit 
fystem and to pay their own political debts by 
appointing their henchmcn and supporters to the 
positions under them. 

Occasionally these men acted with open and 
naked brutality. Ordinarily they sought by cun-

law. In this we succeeded after a number of 
lively fights. But, of course, in these fights we 
were obliged to strike a large number of in- 
fluential politicians, some of them in Congress, 
some Of them the supporters and backers of men 
who were in Congress. Accordingly we_ soon 
found ourselves engaged in a series of contests 
with prominent Senators and Congressmen. 
There were a number of. Senators and Congress- 
wen—-men like Congressman 
tcr) H. C. Lodge of Massachusetts, Senator Cush- 
man K. Davis of Minnesota, Senator Orville H. 
Platt of Connecticut. Senator Cocxrell of Mis- 
souri, Congressman (afterwards President) Mc- 
Kink,» of Ohio, and Congressman Dargan of 
South Caroliga—who abhorred the business of 
the spoilsman, who efficiently and resolutely cham- 
pioned the reform at every turn, and without 
whom the whole reform would certainly have 
failed. 

But there were plenty of other Senators and 
Congressmen who hated the whole reform and 
everything concerned with®.i and everybody who 
champiored it: and sometimes, to use a legal 
phrase, their’ hatred was for cause, and some- 
times_it was peremptory—-that is, sometimes the 
commission interfered with their most efficien! 
and incidentally most corrupt and unscrunulous, 
supporters, and at other times, where there was 
no such interference, a man nevertheless had 
an innate dislike of anything that tended to 
dev-ency in government.

These men were always waging war against 
us, and they usually had the more or less open 
support of a certain number of Government of- 
ficials, from Cabinet officers down.

Sometimes, for instance, they 
had committees appointed to investigate us— 
during my public career without and within of- 
fice I grew a’customed to accept ap) carances be- 
fore investigating committees as part of the 
natural order of things. Sometimes they tried 
to cut off the appropriation for the commission. 

Occasionally we wculd bring to terms these 
Senators or Congiessmen who fought the com- 
mission by the simple expedient of not holding 
examinations in their districts. This always 
brought frantic appeals from their constituents, 
and we would explain that’ unfortunately the 
appropriations had been cut, so that we could not 
hold examinations in every district, and that ob- 
viously we could not neglect the districts of 
these Congressmen who believed in the reform 
and therefore in the examinations.

A favorita argument was to call the refcrm 
Chinese, because the Chinese had constructed’ °n 
inefficient governmental system based in pari on 
the theory of written com petitiye examinations. 
The argument was simple. There had been writ- 
ten examinations in China; it "as proposed to 
establish written examinations the United 
States; therefore the proposed systein was Chi- 
nese. 

The argument might have been applied stil! 
fartber. For instance, the Chinese had _ used 
gun' owder for centuries; gunpowder is used in 
Springfield rifles; therefore Springfield rifles were 
Chinese. One argument is quite /as logical as 
the other. 

It was impossible to answer every falsehood 
zbout the system. But it was possible to answer 
certain falsehoods, especially when uttered by 
ome Senator or Congressman of note. Usually 
hese false statements took the form of assertions 
‘hat we had asked preposterous questions of ap- 

li-ants. At times they also included the asser- 
tion that we credited people to districts where 
hey did not live; this simply meaning that these 
ersons were not !nown to the active ward pol- 
iticians of those ci-tricts. 

One opponent with whem we had a rather live- 
ly tilt was a Republican Congressman from Ohio. 
Mr. Grosvenor, one of the floor leaders. Mr. 
(}rosvenor made his attack in the House, and 
enumerated our sins in picturesque rather than 
accurate fashion. There was a congressional! 
committee investigating us at the time, and on 
my next appearance before them I askel that 
Mr. Grosvenor be requested to meet me before 
the committee.

Mr. Grosvenor gid not take up the challenge 
‘or several weeks, until it was announced that I 
was leaving for my ranch in ‘Dakota; whereupon, 
deeming it safe, he wrote me a letter expressing 
vis ardent wish that I should appear befare the 
-ommittee to meet him. I promptly canceled my 
ticket, waited, and met him. 

He proved to be a person of happily treacher- 
ous memory, so that the simple expedient of ar- 
renging his statements in pairs was sufficient to 
reduce him to confusion. 

For instance, he had been trapped into making 
the unwary remark, “I do not want to repeal 
the civil service law, and I never said so.” | 
produced the following extract from one of his 
speeches: “I «will vote not only to strike out 
tl.is provision, bvt I will vote to repeal the whole 
law.” 

To this he merely replied that there was “no 
inconsisten’y between those two statements.” 

He asserted that “Rufus P. Putnam, fraudu- 
lently credited to Washington County, Ohio, never 
lived in Washington’ County, Ohio, or in my con- 
gressional district, or in Ohio as far as I know.” 
We produced a letter which, thanks to a benefi- 
cont Providence, he had himself written about 
Mr. Rufus P. Putnam, in which he eaaid: “Mr. 
Rufus P. Putnam is a legal resident of my dis- 
trict and has relatives living. there now.” 

He explained, first, that he had not written 
the letter: second, that he had forgotten he had 
written the letter: and, third, that he was grossly 
deceived when he wrote it. He said: “I have 
not been informed of one applicant wlio has found 
a place in the classified service from my dis- 
trict.” ‘

(This is 
a condensation of a speech I at the time made 
to the sf Louis Civil Service Reform Associa- 
tion.

The incident is of note chiefly as sheading light 
on the mental make-up of the man who at the 
time was one of the two or three gnost influential 
leaders of the Democratic party. 
had been Mr. Cleveland’s party manager in the 
presidential campaign, and was the renee 
leader in Congress. 

It seemed extraordinary that he should be so 
reckless as to make statements with no founda- 
tion in fact, which he might have known that I 
would not permit to pass unchallenged. Then, 
as how, the ordinary newspaper, in New York and 
elsewhere, was quite as reckless in its misstate- 
nents of facts about men and measures; but for 
a man in Mr. Gorman’s positio# of responsible 
leadership such action seeiaed hardly worth 
while. 

However, it is at least to be said for Mr. Gor- 
nan that he was not trying by falsehood to take 
away any man’s character. It would be well for 
writers amd speakers to bear in mind the remark 
of Puddin’head Wilson to the effect that while 
there are 999 kinds of falsehood, the only kind 
specifically condemned in Scripture, just as mur- 
der, theft and adultery are condemned, is bear- 
ing false witness against one’s neighbor. 

One of the worst features of the old spoils 


vstem was the ruthless cruelty and brutality 


it so often bred in the treatment of faithful pub- 
lie servants ‘without political influence. 

Life is hard enough and cruel enough at best, 
and this is as true of public service as of private 
service. Under no system will it be possible to do 
away with all favoritism and brutality and mean- 
ness and malice. But at least we can try to 
minimize the exhibition of these qualities
